NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—With mystery and expectation surrounding the regular 
Equity council meeting held last Tuesday, pecause of special letters to ali council 
members urging them to be present, Frank Gillmore and Paul Dullzell, president 
and executive secretary, threw a bombshell surprise by forcing a showdown with 
the Actors’ Forum, a group that has been active for two years within the or- 
ganization. Claiming that the Forum had obstructed work on important proj- 
ects and that it had sought to bend the council to the will of an organized 


minority, Gillmore and Dullzell threat- 
ened to resign office unless they receive a 
vote of confidence from the full mem- 
bership. The vote will be taken at a 
special meeting to be held Monday, No- 
vember 25. 

Altho the announcement of the offi- 
cers came at a meeting which was dis- 
cussing the pros and cons of the pro- 
posed relief projects, over which much 
heat had arisen, their move, they said, 
was in no way connected with the re- 
lief controversy. Gillmore stressed tnis 
point today, saying “It had nothing what- 
ever to do with the relief project. It 
Was caused by an accumulation of Forum 
obstructions and by the Forum’s prac- 
tice of calling meetings before council 
discussions of all problems in an effort 
to influence the counci’.” 


Gillmore’s Statement 
In his statement to the council Tues- 
day Gillmore said: 
“The constant turmoil and argument 
which have surrounded every action 6fr 
contemplated action of the association

Tobaeeo Road 
On, Off Again 


' Lower court enjoins city, 
but writ of supersedeas 
keeps Selwyn dark 


= 

CHICAGO, Nov. 2.—Tobacco Road, 
closed a week ago on orders of Mayor 
Kelly, was scheduled to reopen Wednes- 
day night after the producers had ob- 
tained a restraining order forbidding the 
city from interfering with its presenta- 
tion. But while preparations were going 
forward for the reopening, the city 
counsel went before the U. S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals and obtained a writ 
of supersedeas blocking the reopening. 

As matters stand now it is doubt- 
ful if the play will reopen. The city 
has posted a bond of $10,000 to protect 
the defendants against loss. and a hear- 
ing is to be held Monday, at which time 
it is expected a final decision will be 
made. 

Following the issuance of a temporary 
restraining order against the city on 
Wednesday, preparations for reopening 
the Selwyn were immediately started. 
The box office was opened and signs 
on the theater were relighted. Mean- 
while the city took its case to the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals and early in the 
evening Judges Evan A. Evans and Sam- 
uel Alschuler eranted the writ of 
supersedeas. “We felt.” said Judge 
Evans, “that where it is a question of 
dollars and cents on one side and pub- 
lic morals on the other, we cannot de- 
cide in favor of dollars and cents.” Im- 
mediately after the ruling of the court 
Police Commissioner Allman ordered a 
police detail to the Selwyn Theater to 
“close it and keep it closed.” 

The play still could run under the 
lower court’s injunction if a house could 
be found in which to present it. But 
all theaters that have licenses are oc- 
cupied by other shows and houses that 
are dark could not obtain licenses when 
they informed city officials they in- 
tended to open with Tobacco Road.

ST. LOUIS, Nov. 2.—Warner Brothers 
and the associated corporations prac- 
tically finished their share of the defense 
in the St. Louis monopoly and restraint 
of trade trial Thursday. Herman Starr 
and Gradwell Sears testified Friday, 
mainly denying testimony previously of- 
fered by government witnesses. 

They stated that the reason Warners 
didn’t sell product to the lessees of the 
various St. Louis theaters was because 
Harry Koplar was associated in these 
ventures and because there was litiga- 
tion pending for which Koplar allegedly 
was respousible. They said the refusal 
to sell these theaters was a strict order 
handed down by Harry M. Warner. They 
denied any agreement with RKO or 
Paramount to corner first-run product 
and keep it from Fanchon & Marco and 
Allen Snyder. 

Sears said that because of the St. 
Louis theater setup he suggested that 
Warners lease the Shubert, since F. & M. 
had five houses and controlled every- 
thing but Loew’s State in the first-run 
classification. With that setup Warners 
would have had to take the terms of- 
ered by F. & M., Harry Arthur, Allen 
Snyder and Koplar, according to Sears. 

Paramount and RKO still have to fur- 
nish their defense.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 2.—With Elec- 
tion Day only three days off (Tuesday, 
November 5), motion picture interests 
in Philadelphia are rushing thru a 
strenuous last-minute campaign for 
Sunday movies. The vote will be taken 
in referendum form at the election. The 
measure has the majority support of 
both parties, but it’s facing strong op- 
position from church interests. 

Virtually every theater in Philadelphia 
is running trailers campaigning for 
Sunday movies. In the Stanley Warner 
houses the trailers show the various 
forms of voting machines used in the 
city, explaining how each is to be oper- 
ated to cast an affirmative vote. 

In addition heavy advertising will be 
taken in the newspapers on election 
eve, while 24-sheets, handbills, dodgers 
are plastering the town. In many lo- 
calities theater managers are conducting 
almost a door-to-door canvass to get out 
the vote. 

Encouraging to the movie men is the 
fact that the liberal Sunday move- 
ment has been gaining strength in the 
last two years. Last year Sunday sports 
were passed, and it is generally believed 
that the movies will pull thru.

Hearing resumes Nov. 13 
—Hastings seeks agreement 
with Chase National Bank

WILMINGTON, Del., Nov. 2.—Decision 
was reserved by Chief Justice Layton 
sitting in Chancery Court yesterday at 
the conclusion of an all-day hearing on 
a motion that the court approve an 
agreement between the Chase National 
Bank and United States Senator Daniel 
O. Hastings, of Delaware, receiver for 
General Theaters Equipment, Inc. Sena- 
tor Hastings informed the court in his 
opinion the estate in receivership would 
be improved by approximately $306,- 
000 if the agreement is consummated. 
Chase National Bank is the largest 
creditor of GTE. 

Senator Hastings said the agreement 
would release the Chase National Bank, 
its partners and directors from any 
claims against GTE in consideration for 
which the Chase National Bank would 
reduce its claims against GTE about 
$3,500,000. Under the agreement the 
Amerex Holding Corporation, formerly 
the Chase Securities Corporation, would 
deliver to the receiver GTE debentures 
in the principal amount of one and 
one-half million dollars. 

Percival 'E. Jackson, New York City, 
representing GTE stockholders con- 
trolling a small number of the com- 
pany’s bonds, objected to the agree- 
ment, alleging that purchasing syndi- 
cates formed for the corporation now 
in receivership diverted profits to them- 
selves which would have gone to the 
corporation and its stockholders. He 
placed these profits at more than $10,- 
000,000. Jackson volunteered to act as 
counsel for the receiver to recover the 
profits. 

Ralph 8. Harris, New York City, num- 
bered among the counsel for Senator 
Hastings, insisted there is no cause for 
court action between the receiver and 
the Chase National Bank, and therefore 
the proposed settlement would be of 
great benefit to the estate of the re- 
ceivership. Robert H. Richards, Wilming- 
ton attorney, representing the commit- 
tee on reorganization for GTE, having 
approximately $12,000,000 in bonds al- 
ready on deposit in favor of reorgan- 
ization plan, spoke in favor of the agree- 
ment. 

Chief Justice Layton stated that the 
court would proceed with the hearing. 
Hearing on the plan for reorganization 
of the corporation will be held in the 
Court of Chancery Wednesday, Novem- 
ber 13.

Program was sold by Rocke Produc- 
tions. Donahue & Coe is the advertising 
agency. 


Court Voids Tax 
On Wash. Outlets 


TACOMA, Nov. 2.—The new State 
radio broadcasting tax passed by the 
last session of the Washington Legisla- 
ture was declared unconstitutional by 
three judges sitting in the Federal 
Court here. Court specifically granted 
an interlocutory injunction preventing 
assessment of the tax. The test case was 
brought by Stations KVL and KOL, of 
Seattle, and affects every radio outlet 
in the State. 


Stations contested the tax on the 
ground that it would be impossible to 
segregate interstate and _ intrastate 
broadcasts. Decision was rendered by 
Judges Francis A. Garrecht, John C. 
Bowen and Edward E. Cushman and in- 
volved a tax of 2 per cent on the gross 
earnings of broadcasting stations. 


MBS Coast Tieup 
Again Looks Hot 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 2.— Inter- 
city hookup between KSFO, San Fran- 
cisco, and KNX, Los Angeles, which got 
under way October 23, creating a third 
regional link for the Pacific Coast area 
and offering direct competition to the 
Don Lee network, has set rumors flying 
thick and fast. 


Belief is that the KSFO-KNX tieup is 
the forerunner of an affiliation with the 
Mutual Broadcasting System. Recent 
trip to New York and Chicago by Arthur 
Kemp, KNX production manager, who 
was in town last week conferring with 
Philip G. Lasky, KSFO manager, leads 
Observers to believe that the system will 
shortly be extended to the Coast. Big- 
gest obstacle is the long line haul from 
Chicago to Los Angeles and San Fran- 
Cisco. As it stands now the hookup be- 
tween here and Los Angeles requires 425 
miles of high quality leased A. T. & T. 
lines and entails about $35,000 yearly to 
support. 

It is known that there have been sev- 
eral conferences between MBS; Guy C. 
Earl Jr., president of KNX, and Naylor 
Rogers, general manager of that station, 
on expansion of the co-operative ven- 
ture to the Coast. Lasky has been in 
Los Angeles for several days this past 
week conferring with officials concern- 


ing future details of the new KSFO- 
KNX tieup. 


ATT Coaxial Cable 
Hearing on Nov, 25 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—The petition 
of Re-American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company and the New York Tele- 
Phone Company, filed with Federal 
Communications Commission, in which 
reargument by counsel in the matter 
of the application granted petitioners 
for coaxial cable experiments between 
New York and Philadelphia was re- 
quested, has been granted by the com- 
mission. 


The argument has been set down for 
November 25. 


“Fisherman’s Luck” 


NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 2.—Beginning to- 
night WWL inaugurates a new service for 
fishermen and week-end parties who fre- 
quent the hundreds of out-of-the-way 
waters of the surrounding Culf Coast. 

At 10:30 each Saturday any message 
relatives may wish to broadcast to the 
fishing or hunting grounds will be trans- 
mitted.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 2.—Kenneth B. 
Carney, for the past three and a half 
years on the NBC production staff here, 
has been made Western division pro- 
duction manager for the network, suc- 
ceeding Donald Cope, who resigned Oc- 
tober 1 to join the radio department of 
Benton & Bowles, Inc., New York adver- 
tising agency. Before coming to NBC 
Carney was associated with various local 
advertising agencies as continuity writer 
and producer.

1936 Peak Year, 
Says Edgar Kobak 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Nov. 2.—Edgar Ko- 
bak, chairman of the Advertising Federa- 
tion of America and vice-president in 
charge of sales of National Broadcasting 
Company, addressed the annual dinner 
of the federation’s 10th district yesterday 
and predicted that the advertising vol- 
ume for 1936 would reach an all-time 
high. He also stated, however, that ad- 
vertising’s past mistakes must not be 
made again and that only few would be 
tolerated. 

Mr. Kobak stated in part: “The ques- 
tion is, will we profit by the sobering in- 
fluence of a depression and small ad- 
vertising budgets and work to get the 
most out of every dollar spent, or will 
we show a tendency to lose our common 
sense and again become drunk with pros- 
perity? Time only will tell.” 

Ten major points were itemized by 
Mr. Kobak for advertisers to keep in 
mind if the depression lessons are not 

go to waste. The points include: 
“Co-ordinate marketing, selling and ad- 
vertising; assist schools and colleges and 
all efforts at education, stop bribery in 
advertising, stop criminal practices and 
rackets, eliminate ‘media knocking,’ sup- 
port and develop audits of all media, 
direct advertising to the consumer, Fe- 
pulse attacks on advertising and fight 
for truth in advertising.” 


Barry Leaves WGN for Trib 


CHICAGO, Nov. 2.—Edward L. Barry, 
for the past 10 years a member of the 
WGN staff, has been appointed music 
critic of The Chicago Tribune and will 
take over his duties in a fortnight. For 
the past five years he has been in 
charge of talent for WGN. 


Texaco Jumbo Show Draws Flashy 
Patronage to Opening Broadcast 


NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—Biggest gather- 
ing of cuffo-carriage trade at a broad- 
cast since the opening of the NBC stu- 
dios at Radio City converged on the 
Hippodrome Tuesday night for the pre- 
miere of the Texas Company’s new series 
called (officially) Fire Chief Jumbo 
Radio Show. Some 4,500 guests. ma- 
jority in evening clothes, attended and 
craned their necks at the renovated 
Hipp in blue and red, with the drapes 
over what may now be only termed the 
proscenium, being red and white. No 
stage but a one-ring circus effect, and 
from the ring the broadcast was staged. 
Mobile control room was near by. Or- 
gan music from the Hammond pipeless 
invention entertained and gave atmos- 
phere until the show started. This in- 
strument is situated where the regular 
show’s band stand will be located, many 
feet above the old stage floor in an in- 
closed balcony. Cast was in costume, of 
course. 

Where all the tails and white ties 
came from, plus the low-necked gowns 
and fur wraps, is anybody's guess unless 
it is attributed to Jumbo’s press 
agents, who could also draw from the 


Texaco officials, their dealers, purchase 
agents and fleet owners who use con- 
siderable oil and gas, the John Hay 
(Jock) Whitney strata of society and 
the owners of the Hipp who no doubt 
received a sizable allotment of tickets, 
namely, officials of the City Bank 
Farmers’ Trust Company. And then 
there is the Hanff-Metzger Agency. 

For the average studio fan, unless a 
great admirer of Jimmy Durante, one 
trip to the Jumbo broadcasts will prob- 
ably allay the curiosity. Otherwise 
Texaco has 4,500 free tickets to hand out 
each week and the various allotments 
will probably not be stingy. From the 
Billy Rose angle, the more the merrier, 
since one look at the surroundings 
should whet the appetite for seeing the 
complete show. Rose made a speech 
in the tradition of an Earl Carroll, com- 
ing on in a raincoat and slouch hat. 
Later he brought on a clever high-school 
horse and then the “real hero” of the 
show, Jumbo, the elephant. All of 
which was after the broadcast, of 
course. Durante also ad libbed a little, 
and outside the Hollywood opening with 
arc lights and curious crowd held forth. 


He reported cn developments leading 
the appointment of a joint committee 
of 15 representing, besides the ANA, the 
National Association of Broadcasters and 
the Four A’s. Peabody told the meeting 
that a year ago the ANA decided to or- 
ganize the Advertising Research Founda- 
tion to go into research on all advertis- 
ing media. Later it was decided ta 
tackle radio research separately, because 
of the desire of other organizations to 
tackle the same problem. Radio, how- 
ever, is still an unknown quantity be- 
cause the committee has got no fur- 
ther than the report stage. Something 
is due within a short time, however, it 
Was said. 


Dr. D. P. Smelser, of Procter & Gam- 
ble, who is chairman of the governing 
committee of the Co-Operative Analysis 
of Broadcasting (Crossley report) told 
the meeting that survey values are 
limited. Altho often used as the basis 
for definite theories and rules, surveys 
only offered interesting data, but incom- 
plete data, he said. He stated he 
thought survey figures should only be 
used as the basis for conclusions cover- 
ing a small portion of the radio audi- 
ence. 

It is obvious again that advertisers 
are still hungry for radio facts. This 
was gathered from the attitude of many 
of the advertisers present at the radio 
meeting of the convention. The meet- 
ing was told that Crossley is increasing 
the number of phone calls from 150,000 
to 400,000 per year to get better results. 
The recent sales promotion booklet of 
the American Newspaper Publishers’ As- 
sociation was also discussed, with most 
feeling its claim of a high radio mortal- 
ity rate among advertisers was strictly a 
one-sided story. 


Complete Switch 
Of N. O. Stations 


NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 2.—Two of the 
city’s largest stations have almost com- 
pletely switched their program setups 
this week to meet the change in the 
Columbia Broadcasting System affilia- 
tion here as WWL becomes the New 
Orleans outlet. With the network avail- 
able, WWL now becomes the highest 
rate charger, taking a lead away from 
WSMB, the National Broadcasting Com- 
pany outlet, that the Saenger station 
has held for several years. 

WDSU, Uhalt station, losing the CBS 
metwork, promises to continue on 4 
high-class basis, building its new setup 
around night-club music, local band 
concerts and realigning itself with the 
WBS after an absence of two or three 
months. P. K. Ewing, station manager, 
announces that numerous special! broad- 
casts are planned for the immediate 
future which he believes will help sta- 
tion maintain its high standards. New 
contract with World is effective Novem- 
ber 1 and to run for a full year. WDSU 
will also hold more frequent auditions 
before open mike in hopes of finding 
best of local talent.

NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—George Henry Payne, Commissioner of the Federal Com- 
munications Commission, warned broadcasters against an assumption of political 


pow ver, 


increased lobbying and failure to increase the quota of cultural programs 
in a speech to the journalism students of Columbia University this week. 


He said 


that if the broadcasters didn’t heed unspoken criticism government control of 


radio was more than likely. 
“obvious, practical, 
casters to make the FCC a subservient 
instrument to commercial radio.” He 
mentioned this in.connection with the 
suggestion that radio be regarded as the 
“Fifth Estate,” which Payne regards as 
impossible. As has been done many 
times in the past he compared the dif- 
ference of radio and newspapers—that 
radio is a privilege granted by the people 
to a limited number, whereas anyone, 
with sufficient resources, could publish a 
newspaper. 

A considerable portion of Payne’s talk 
was devoted to the press and its freedom 
and another portion to the development 
of radio. In another part he blamed 
the old Radio Commission for present- 
day circumstances, stating that a mis- 
understanding on the part of the public 
was due to the old commission and that 
“having gotten into the frame of mind 
that anything was acceptable to the 
public if it was accepted by the old 
Radio Commission the broadcast indus- 
try seemed to have assumed that all they 
had to do, in view of the new and drastic 
law and the changed personnel, was to 
treat the new personnel as they had 

. . the old and everything 
would be ‘jake.’” 


NBC Airs Ohio Game 
After WLW Squabble 


NEW YORK, Noy. 2.—Unable to get the 
broadcasting rights of the Ohio State- 
Notre Dame football headliner today 
thru WLW, Cincinnati, NBC managed to 
get the broadcast on its WJZ network 
by giving credit mention to the Standard 
Oil Company of Ohio, which, thru WLW, 
had the rights. However, it is apparent 
that WLW backed down on its original 
stand of refusing to allow NBC in on the 
game, which was the attitude taken by 
the Cincinnati station earlier this week. 

NBC's broadcast spoiled the exclusive 
in New York which WOR, thru Mutual, 
had on the game, the most important 
played over this week-end.

Philly Dailies Slap at Radio; 


Election News May 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 2.—After being 
made the butt of radio stations for the 
past few years, being beat at every news 
scoop that broke, the Philadelphia news- 
papers have finally kicked back at local 
radio, kicking where it hurts the hard- 
est. United action of local press en- 
abled them to freeze out the stations 
from getting the election returns on 
election night in that the United Press 
(UP) and the International News Serv- 
ice (INS) will not be able to do any 
feeding that night for them. Altho the 
press-radio relations have been friendly 
in the past, this moves spells an open 
break. 

On Tuesday (29) at a meeting of the 
City Editcrs’ Association, which is com- 
posed of the editors of the five local 
dailies, Bulletin (evening). Daily News 
(evening), Public Ledger (evening). Rec- 
ord (morning) and Inquirer (morning), 
this action was decided upon. Move is 
credited to the Alexander Association, 
which supplies a newspaper service to 
the Assoctated Press (AP) papers. Rumor 
that it was AP which ordered the papers 
to freeze out the stations has added 
import to this action beyond a local 
intcrest as far as radio is concerned. 
Alexander is a real estate assessor at 
the Philadelphia City Hall, whose asso- 
clation affords the papers the opvor- 
tunity of getting the election returns 
as they come in to the electrical bureau. 
Since all the returns must be sent only 
to the electrical bureau by the police 
stationed at all the polls, it is under- 
stood that each paper has paid $1,000 
to buy in on this service, which gives 
them the only reliable and authentic 
returns. In previous elections the pa- 
pers would turn the results over to the 
ticker services to feed the stations. But 
this year the situation is reversed, caus- 
ing no end of embarrassment to UP, INS 
and the stations which have sold election 
nicht commercially to air the returns. 

Stations dealt the hardest blow are 
WCAU and KYW, which subscribe to the 
UP service, and WFIL, which uses the 
INS ticker. Unaware of the paper's 
move, the stations have sold the time, 
resting assured that the tickers would

supply the figures as on previous elec- 
tion nights. Only other station in town 
having a news ticker is WIP. but its 
Transradio Press (TP) service has never 
had an in with the local papers. Sta- 
tions attempted to buy in on this elec- 
trical bureau service but Alexander 
would hear nothing of it because of the 
AP tieup. Peculiar angle is that of the 
five papers, The Daily News doesn’t use 
AP but depends on UP and INS itself. 
Stations tried to get Jeff Keene, Daily 
News editor, to give them the releases, 
but Keene turned a deaf ear afraid 
that the AP papers will freeze his paper 
out on future elections. 

At best, the radio stations will only 
be able to give the dialers secondary 
information or wait until an issue ap- 
pears on the street for correct figures. 
For the first time folks will have to 
run to the corner news stand instead of 
to their radio sets. WIP has the jump 
on all the other stations, the time sold 
commercially to the RCA-Victor Com- 
pany, station will do a remote from the 
Democratic headquarters at the Adelphia 
Hotel and the Republican headquarters 
at the Garrick Theater, depending on 
the questionable figures phoned in by 
division and ward heelers. Other sta- 
tions will have to follow suit, time being 
signed commercially. 

Both Samuel R. Rosenbaum, WFIL 
head, and Dr. Leon Levy, WCAU and 
KYW prexy, brought pressure to bear 
on Jack Kelly. Democratic candidate 
for mayor, most friendly relations exist- 
ing between those stations and the 
Democratic Party. But any political 
pressure goes for naught since Alexander 
is a Republican and the electrical 
bureau is governed by the police depart 
ment, a Republican stronghold, not for- 
getting the AP pressure on the newspa- 
pers. Another odd feature of the entire 
business is that every paper save The 
Bulletin has an ad for spot swap with 
radio stations in the city. WFIL having 
such deals with three of the papers. It 
is not known how this will affect these 
deals nor is if known what will be the 
next move on part of the City Editors’ 
Association. 


Fourth News Tieup 
Completed by WMCA 


NEW YORK, Nov. 2. — WMCA, New 


York, this week completed its fourth 
program exchange with newspapers, the 
mew deal being for an additional pro- 
gram supplied by The New York World- 
Telegram, Scripps-Howard daily. This 
arrangement calls for The Telly to give 
two news broadcasts from its city room 
daily. Previously, WMCA had been 
broadcasting financial and stock news 
supplied by the same paper. Policy co- 
incides with the Scripps-Howard idea 
of branching out with radio tieups in 


the various cities wherein they publish. 
WMCA's other deals are with The New 
York Journal, Mirror and American, all 
Hearst papers, and The Christian Science 
Monitor. The latter’s broadcasts a daily 
news period on WMCA, as well as a large 
number of other stations. The Journal 
is broadcasting from the auto show; The 
Mirror has Nick Kenny in another news 
program and The American has a pro- 
gram plugging its hobby department. 


Radio men regard these dials as not 
only good programing, from the stand- 
point of answering demands for news 
spots, but as good-will gestures towards 
the dailies. New York has no arrange- 
Ments such as exist in Philadelphia, 
where stations get ad space in return 
for time.

Reviewed Monday, 9:30-10 p.m. PST. 
Style—Drama. Sponsor, Wesson Oil and 
Snowdrift Company. Station — KPO 
(NBC network). 


From San Francisco’s NBC, birthplace 
of many fine radio dramas, has come 
another one, destined, according to ad- 
vance ballyhoo, to rival top-ranking One 
Man’s Family, which for a long time was 
sponsored by Wesson Oil and Snowdrift 
Company, which is now footing bills for 
Hawthorne House. 


Hawthorne House deals with the day- 
to-day life of a once wealthy widow 
who has defied depression by turning 
her large home into a boarding house. 
Here Mrs. Sherwood (Pearl King Tan- 
mer) and her children, Mel, age 19 
(Frank Provo), and Marietta, age 15 
(Helen Troy), live their typical lives for 
the scrutiny of drama-loving radio 
listeners. 


Episode one, divided into three scenes, 
introduced, besides the family, boarders 
Ruth Davis (Barbara Jo Allen), a post- 
graduate student in sociology; Grandma 
Liston’ (Olive West), an octogenarian 
with a sharp tongue and a tender heart, 
and Lois Liston (Natalie Park), her 
pleasant-voiced granddaughter. Also in- 
troduced, via a park-bench scene with 
Lois Liston, was Jerry Tremaine (John 
Pickard) as a homeless, hungry would-be 
author with a pre-established Irish and 
French-Canadian parentage. 


Opening commercial on Hawthorne 
House was a telegram from the president 
of the sponsoring company. Very ac- 
ceptable. Closing blurb was dramatized, 
using two Members of the cast, with a 
follow-up by announcer. Also accept- 
able. 

Drama itself, written by veteran Sam~ 
uel B. Dickson, was plausible and well 
cast with the possible exception of Helen 
Troy, who is too well known to Western 
listeners as Sally of a scatter-brained 
comic strip, Cecil and Sally, which 
haunted loud-speakers for years, and as 
the lame-brained dame of Carefree Car- 
nival fame. Were listeners not dis- 
tracted by memories of these and other 
shows in which she has been featured, 
her part would be a natural, for she is 
clever. Jerry Tremaine’s voice needs 
attention, too. Others excellent. 

Opening episode tenseness was obvious 
and bits of the characterization was 
forced, but after allowances have been 
made for such conditions, which are 
inevitable on openers, Hawthorne House 
gives promise of being a topnotch dra- 
matic serial, even on air that is crowded 
with topnotch drama. Organ, the most 
logical instrument for dramatic signa- 
ture music and scene shifting, helped to 
present the desired atmosphere and to 
transport locale. D. #.-G. 


Jack Hylton

After weeks of ballyhoo Jack Hylton 
and his Continental Revue made their 
American debut from the stage of the 
Civic Theater, Chicago, before a select 
audience that packed the house. More 
or less trouble with the immigration 
authorities was encountered before the 
Hylton aggregation finally got an okeh 
to come over from England for six 
months, and Hylton is restricted solely 
to the Standard Oil broadcast during 
that time. Most of the members of his 
band were recruited in Chicago, the mu- 
sicians’ union refusing to allow the 
British musicians to be used. With only 
a couple of weeks’ rehearsal anda but one 
day’s rehearsal with Hylton himself, the 
band did a remarkably good job on its 
initial broadcast. The show presented 
was well balanced. 

Hylton has some exceptionally good

arrangements, differing considerably 
from those of American bands, and there 
was plenty of pep and “go” in the clever 
novelty numbers, Changing of the 
Guard, London Stops for Tea at Four 
and The Gentleman Obviously Doesn't 
Believe in Love. Especially pleasing was 
Hylton’s arrangement of Cheek to Cheek, 
and there were bits somewhat remindful 
of Paul Whiteman. 

The vocal contingent is made up of 
very fine and pleasing artists. Pat 
O’Malley, baritone of pleasing voice and 
personality; Peggy Dell, attractive Dub- 
lin lass; Magda Neeld, pretty Australian 
Soprano, and Eve Becke (Countess 
Caneva di Rivarolo), ravishing eyeful, all 
made a fine impression. Then there is 
a chubby comedy vocalist who had only 
a few lines but whose mugging amused 
the audience, and a good-looking young 
fellow who sings and dances well. The 
sign-off number, sung by Hylton him- 
self, is May All Your Troubles Be Little 
Ones, typically British and pleasingly 
done. Show as a whole made a very 
good impression and should be still bet- 
ter after the cast becomes acclimated.

Despite some divided opinion that ap- 
pears to be extant, the Texas Company 
had done well to grab off the radio 
rights to Billy Rose’s Jumbo. Those 
that went heavy for Ed Wynn and ex- 
pected a Jimmy Durante to unload a 
lot of gags may have been disappointed. 
Perhaps they will become reconciled to 
the fact that this is a different type 
program altogether. On the other hand, 
listeners who appreciate a well-written 
script, excellent cast, good music and 
voices; in fact, a fine production, will 
tag along with Jumbo. 


Being written in a manner that is 
self-explanatory as it goes along, there 
were no preliminary explanations as to 
the story. Chief characters are few, and 
these are Claudius B. (Brainy) Bowers, 
played by Jimmy Durante. Bowers, of 
course, is a comedy character, a press 
agent for a sMall circus who constantly 
gets the owner into trouble, altho he 
means well. His part does not call for 
gags. John L. Considine, owner of the 
show, is played by Arthur Sinclair, 
prominent Irish actor. Matt Mulligan, 
Played by Donald Novis, is the son of a 
rival show owner, his father being a 
bitter enemy of Considine. He is in 
love with Considine’s daughter, Micky, 
played by Gloria Grafton. Jellico, cock- 
ney secretary to Considine, is in the 
hands of A. P. Kaye, recruited from the 
Theater Guild. Aside from these prin- 
cipals there is Adolph Deutch, conduct- 
ing the 32-piece orchestra in a way that 
reveals him as highly competent. 
Charles Henderson directs the chorus of 
30 male voices called the Razorbacks. 

Opening episode of Jumbo, done by 
Ben Hecht and Charles MacArthur, with 
lyric by Larry Hart and music by Dick 
Rodgers, really presents the situation 


very clearly. Durante, as Bowers, bucks 
up against a government man from the 
Internal Revenue Department who is 
slapping a lien on the show. Hearing 
that he is there on a “financial” matter 


and presuming him to be from a bank 
willing to lend money, Durante blows 
up the receipts for the past several 
years and signs an affidavit to the 
figures. Which may sound like old stuff, 
but it moved along swiftly and was 
funny. True enough, Durante is in a 
tough spot in being convincing, since 
the type show involved rarely ever had 
such ninnies on the lot. 

Meanwhile the lovers have their talks 
and thus Novis and Miss Grafton have 
an opportunity to do their songs. The 
male chorus is heard at the opening 
and closing of the program Mostly, 
singing Over and Over Again and Circus 
on Parade. Novis and Grafton offered 
My Romance, and Durante’s tune was 
Laugh. Orchestra provided perfect ac- 
companiment and proved a first-rate or- 
ganization under the baton of Deutch. 
Lending good accompaniments and get- 
ting any sort of mike balance in the 
vast Hippodrome Theater is the job of 
a real musician, and Deutch seems to 
have all of these qualities and more. 

Performance of the cast was as 
smooth as any stage show could expect 
and first show certainly ran off nicely. 
Louis A. Witten as usual was on hand 
for the Texas Company, and the “siren 
and bell” was on the job also. Possible 
fault noticed by listeners may have 
been louder tones by the actors. Which 
may have been due to the synchroniza- 
tion of the p.-a. system with the mike 
so that the studio audience could hear 
what was going on. Subsequent shows 
will no doubt ease the situation.

“We have been the chief executive 
officers of the Actors’ Equity Association 
for many years, in good times and bad. 
And our conduct of its affairs has re- 
ceived the indorsement of the member- 
ship thru the ballots. But the last elec- 
tion was held on June 1, 1934, a year 
and a half ago. Since that time a highly 
organized group of members, known as 
the Actors’ Forum, has become increas- 
ingly active, has repeatedly challenged 
management of the association’s busi- 
ness and has made repeated attempts to 
‘influence’ the council in consideration of

new policies. 

“Now it may be that the Equity mem- 
bership really desire surrender of their 
policies to the Forum and all for which 
it stands. Their recent petitions have 
been largely indorsed. If that is true 
it is their right and no one will chal- 
lenge it. 

“And so we think we ought to de- 
termine the sentiment of the association 
on this point. To that end it is our 
proposal that a special meeting of the 
association be called at which this mat- 
ter can be gone into at length and 
definitely settled one way or the other. 
If after that meeting any uncertainty 
remains we suggest a referendum to the 
membership at large, for this is a matter 
which vitally affects their welfare and 
one on which they are entitled to record 
their opinions and desires. The taking 
of such a referendum should require 
about four weeks.” 

There followed the resolution to re- 
sign within two weeks after the taking 
of the vote if the result turned out to 
be in the Forum's favor. 


Forum Reply 


Four members of the Forum ‘“steer- 
ing committee,” Philip Loeb, Sam Jaffe, 
George Heller and Albert Van Dekker, 
hastily prepared an answer to Gillmore’s 
charges Tuesday night. They said: 

“Forum policies have been Equity 
policies. The Forum, a discussion group 
open to all Equity members, stands for 
protection of the actors’ working condi- 
tions and democracy within Equity. 
Officers of the association are the paid 
employees of the association and should 
be at all times responsive to the will of 
the members. 

“The action of the executive is prob- 
ably prompted by a petition for a spe- 
cial meeting of the association to con- 
sider the new WPA relief projects. The 
petition was signed by some of the most 
prominent people in our profession. 
Actors’ Equity should stand for relief 
projects, but only where they are con- 
structive. Most of the plans are con- 
structive. Some are not. Relief proj- 
ects that destroy and force on relief 
people who have not been on relief 
should be checked. 

“It was important that the executive 
and council at a special meeting learn 
the will of the body. This is democratic 
and American. It is provided for by 
Equity’s constitution and has been re- 
sorted to several times in the past. The 
officers then felt no necessity of re- 
signing. Mr. Gillmore and Mr. Dullzell 
are creating this issue, not the Forum. 
They will be ill advised to resign under 
these circumstances, but in any case the 
AEA will continue to exist and protect 
the actor. The association is bigger and 
More important than any individual in 
it 


“Mr. Gillmore has been quoted to the 
eftect that the Forum stands for ‘legis- 
lation by stampede.’ This is not borne 
out by the facts. He cannot point to one 
measure sponsored by the Forum that 
Was passed by council in a ‘stampede.’ 
For exemple, thru the instrumentality 
of the Forum pay for rehearsal and the 
elimination of the junior minimum 
were presented to council at the Decem- 
ber, 1934, meeting of the AEA, Modified 
forms of these proposals were put into 
effect by council 10 months later. One 
could hardly call this ‘legislation by 
stampede.’” 

In the event of a vote in favor of the 
Forum, Gillmore and Dullzell will, as 
they stated, resign within two weeks. 
In the event of a vote in favor of the 
administration further moves are some- 
what vague. “With a vote of confi- 
dence,” Gillmore said today, “we would 
get a mandate from the majority of our 
people and Forum efforts could be 
definitely repudiated.” 

Gillmore was especially incensed at 
“minority attempts to influence council 
legislation.” He said that the Forum 
had announced from the platform at 
one of its meetings that its action would 
influence the council on a question 
then under consideration. 

Even if the vote of confidence comes 
thru there seems little likelihood that 
the Forum meetings, which are open to 
all Equity members, can be banned. 
However, there is a possibility, according 
to Gillmore, that the membership might 
pass a resolution in regard to Forum 
meetings, robbing them of their present 
power.

over there is nothing else to fall back 
upon. But in the case where a “trade 
practice” is developed, it had a better 
standing in court than a contract that 
ran out. Thus he referred to the hope 
of the writers putting thru their con- 
tracts with the publishers. Burkan, it 
was taken for granted, was siding with 
the publishers of ASCAP rather than the 
writer membership. 

E. C. Mills gave the general manager’s 
talk and mentioned tne $4,000,000 di- 
vided the past year among the members 
and inferred that there was on hand a 
possible $1,500,000 in the reserve fund. 
Charles Wakefield Cadman also spoke on 
holding the society together and Irving 
Caesar made a speech on the divisibility 
angles of the Duffy Copyright Bill which 
he believed beneficial to the members 
of ASCAP, and he advocated support of 
the measure despite its features consid- 
ered detrimental to the interests of copy- 
right owners. He thought that divisi- 
bility would solve the problems of the 
writer since he could assign his rights as 
he saw fit. 

During the general discussion Byron 
Gay asked all members to have faith 
in ASCAP and stick together. A tele- 
gram was read from L. Wolfe Gilbert, 
who represents the Seng Writers’ Protec- 
tive Association on the Coast, and he 
mentional something about'retaining the 
performing rights for the writers and 
that the SWPA had a fund of $25,000 to 
work with. 

Otherwise no resolutions were made or 
adopted and no amendments offered. 
Some officials considered it a colorless 
meeting and strictly routine in which 
nothing happened. On the other hand 
those who attended thought they saw 
and heard considerable dissatisfaction 
with the way things were going with the 
society, and saw nothing but ruin under 
present direction. Failure of the pub- 
lishers to sign their ASCAP contracts in 
sufficient mumbers was also a bone of 
contention among the dissenters. 

Since nothing definite occurred, a 
meeting of the board of directors will be 
held the middle of next week in which 
the course of ASCAP is expected to be 
steered. Contracts between the unsigned 
members run out in December, and fol- 
lowing the general meeting everything is 
status quo and pretty much up in the air. 


NAB Negotiations 

It is understood that the ASCAP board 
of directors will meet some time this 
week to discuss a plan proposed by James 
W. Baldwin, managing director of the 
National Association of Broadcasters, as 
a result of the recent NAB board meeting 
during which copyright matters were dis- 
cussed. Baldwin is seeking to work out 
a formula somewhat along a per piece 
plan or measured service with the broad- 
casters paying only on the programs that 
actuallv used the copyrighted music in 
question. It is also understood that 
ASCAP would then want a higher rate 
than the prevailing 5 per cent now in 
force. Meetings respectively of the ASCAP 
and NAB beards shortly are expected to 
develop a plan suitable to both siaes, 
either pending the outcome of the gov- 
ernment suit against the Performing 
Rights Society or perhaps straight five- 
year contracts will be signed between the 
broadcasters and ASCAP. 

Talk is still in the air about Warner 
Brothers starting their own society for 
the collection of license fees after the 
first of next year, but there is little like- 
lihood of the Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer sub-

Regular rate for this 
type advertising in The Sun is 58 cents, 
but the contract rate is reduced to 53 
cents. Weekly cost runs to about $8.40 
a week. 

Paper is said to have been led to this 
idea as a result of many requests com- 
ing in from readers as to info on a good 
place to eat, dance, etc. Interest in 
night life in New York is steadily on the 
upbeat, and the booklet will come out at 
a time it reaches its height, soon before 
New Year’s Eve.

Cafe owners 
are urged to demand birth certificates 
or school records tu show conclusively 
ages of employees. Minors under 18 
may not work in a liquor-serving spot 
in any way whatsoever.

Casino Montelair, New York 


Adjoining the lobby of the Hotel 
Montclair, this night spot has been 
building up a nice trade right along.

Briberous Plugs 
Taken Up by FTC 


NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—John G. Paine, 
chairman of the board of the Music 
Publishers’ Protective Association, re- 
turned Thursday from Washington, 
where he corferred with the legal de- 
partment of the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion. 


Paine took up the matter of briberous 
practices in the song-plugging industry 
which are considerec “unfair practices” 
by the FTC. Two regulations were agreed 
upon and the FTC will endeavor to work 
out a plan to do away with the so-called 
unfair practices One is to operate 
against commercial bribery, direct or in- 
direct, of orchestra leaders or other art- 
ists of radio and stage, for the purpose 
of having certain compositions played on 
the air or otherwise. Second move will 
be a regulation -vhich is compulsory for 
an artist or leader to announce via the 
mike for instance that the following 
number is being played because he has 
accepted payment to do so. Failure to 
comply with this regulation will be con- 
sidered the same as misbranding in the 
sale of merchandise. Mr. Paine believes 
that in view of the NRA code going by 
the board the FTC may be able to arrive 
at a plan which wili do away with pay- 
ments for plugs.

NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—The Lowry The- 
aters Company, indie venture about two 
and a half months old, proposing to es- 
tablish a Coast-to-Coast circuit, entail- 
ing the use of much flesh, has seeming- 
ly done a bowout already. The firm 
is no longer located at its elaborate of- 
fices and a member of the firm stated 
that the flop was the result of the with- 
drawal of the money man. 

This firm, headed by Arthur Lowry, 
got started with elaborate offices in the 
Bertlee Building on Tenth avenue, an- 
nouncing plans to lease a flock of the- 
aters and to send out specially produced 
unit shows to play these houses. In 
fact. work was started on building the 
units, with many girls rehearsing for 
more than four weeks. Recently an 
announcement was Made of the leasing 
of two houses, the Modern, Providence, 
and the Imperial, Pawtucket. 


When the outfit wasn’t getting any- 
where in taking over theaters and get- 
ting the units started, most of the girls 
in rehearsals started walking. It was 
later revealed that the firm sent out 
letters all over the country, seemingly a 
promotion campaign, in an effort to sell 
the units to theaters. Pawtucket opened 
as a straight picture house, and Provi- 
dence was to open this Monday as a 
combo house. 

A call to the office this morning 
brought information from the switch- 
board girl that “They aren't here any- 
more. I think they’re out of business.” 
A checkup with a former member of the 
firm revealed that an exec of the Bertlee 
Manufacturing Company had been the 
money man for the outfit, but checked 
out after throwing in several hundred 
dollars. It is said that a matter of 
$25,000 brought about his withdrawal. 


Change

C. C. Moskowitz, in charge of the the- 
aters in the metropolitan area, stated 
yesterday “we having nothing to say 
about this yet.” the “yet” the only in- 
dication he would give that such a plan 
is being considered.

Sidney, in 
charge of stage shows for the circuit, 
said several days previous that there was 
nothing to it. 

Busingss at the Loew houses, for the 
most part, was away off, with frequent 
squawks to the home office that this 
picture situation was way out of line. 
It was generally conceded that the cir- 
cuit’s theaters in straight pictures had 
nothing to offer in meeting the com- 
petition of othe* houses. 

Loew has been negotiating with the 
musicians’ union for some time, seek- 
ing to break it down on its demand 
for cousecutive playing of stage shows 
so that it wouldn’t be ousted when any 
super pictures come along. Unless 35 
weeks or so out of a year are guaranteed 
the musicians the union seeks a higher 
wage scale. As far as the stagehands 
are concerned, there is is no dickering 
on scale and all they need is a day or 
two notice te assemble crews. 

Houses listed as possibilities for a 
vaude return at the end of this month 
are the Metropolitan, Brooklyn; Valencia, 
Jamaica; Paradise, Bronx; Orpheum, 
Boston; Orpheum, in town, and a couple 
of the other neighborhood houses.

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AFA Raps ‘Opposition’ Bogey; 


Urges Acts To 


NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—The American 
Federation of Actors paused in its “Save 
Vaudeville” campaign this week to take 
a sock at the “opposition” bogey. Ralph 
Whitehead, executive secretary of the 
AFA, is notifying all members that they 
should not be frightened by bookers or 
theaters who point out certain competi- 
tors as “opposition” and hint that acts 
should not play these “opposition” spots. 

“Many independents and their bookers 
have experienced great difficulty in se- 
curing the type of acts necessary in car- 
rying on a successful vaude policy be- 
cause the actors are afraid of ‘opposi- 
tion,” Whitehead says, adding, “We 
must erase from the minds of our mem- 
bers the fear of opposition.” 

The “Save Vaudeville” campaign has 
brought hundreds of messages to the 
AFA, says Whitehead, and many of them 
are complaints from indie bookers that 
they can’t get good acts. He mentions 
Lew M. Goldberg, indie booker of Peoria, 
Ill., who plans to open a Peoria vaude- 
filmer January 15 and who writes White- 
head that he fears Publix, which has the 
town “sewed up,” will try to cut off his 
vaude supply. Whitehead has pledged

Whitehead says Billy Diamond, lead- 
ing indie booker of Chicago, has also 
complained that the circuits are still 
trying to scare acts away with the “op- 
position” angle. »*In his Message to 
members, Whitehead points out “Times 
have greatly changed and under exist- 
ing conditions there is no such thing as 
opposition. If you fail to take ad- 
vantage of engagements offered you now, 
then you are assisting those interests 
who are opposed to attractions in the 
flesh and who wish to kill off complete- 
ly any chance we might have to restore 
variety shows.”

PARIS, Oct. 28.—Vaude is steadily 
gaining ground not only here but in all 
parts of France. Last week was marked 
by the announcement that the big Em- 
pire, former ace vaude house here, will 
soon rejoin the flesh ranks. Leon Vol- 
terra, who operates the Theater de Paris, 
the Marignv, the Lido Cabaret and Luna 
Park, is said to be the successful bidder 
for control of the Empire, altho the 
Bouglione Brothers, operators of the 
Cirque d’Hiver and a big tent circus, 
have been endeavoring to secure the 
house Volterra will present either 
straight vaude or spectacular revues 
built around acts. 

Another local house which swung back 
to flesh last week is the Theater de Belle- 
ville. neighborhood house, which will 
present musical comedies, revues and 
vaude shows. It is also rumored that 
the big Moulin Rouge will soon join the 
revue or vaude ranks. The three big- 
time vaude houses, the Alhambra, ABC 
and Moncey, continue to play to capacity 
houses and are giving the circuses and 
pix strong competition. 

Nice, formerly only a live spot dur- 
ing the later winter months, started 
this month with the big Casino Munic- 
ipal offering straight vaude programs, 


and last week two additional casinos, the 
Eldorado and the Jetee, opened with 
straight vaude. The opening bill at the 
Eldorado features such acts as Albert 
Powell, Franklin d’Amore and Jack Lane, 
and Roberto de Vasconcellos. The group 
controlling tne de luxe Palais de la Medi- 
terranee has acquired control of the 
Casino de le Jetee and its representa- 
time here, Jimmy Witteried, has been, 
rounding up international acts for the 
new vaude spot, which is preparing to 
give the other houses of Nice a stiff 
battle. 

Marseille, Aix-en-Provence, Bordeaux, 
Toulouse, Avignon, Lyon, Lille, Stras- 
bourg and Saint Etienne are also rep- 
resented in the vaude ranks. Principal 
drawback is the extremely unsatisfactory 
booking arrangements—no one agent or 
group of agents being able to book acts 
consecutively. Bookings are haphazard 
and often necessitate long and unprofit- 
able jumps. 

Zurich, Switzerland, is also a live 
vaude spot, the Corso running straight 
vaude programs of 12 or more good acts. 
The current bill has such acts as Mans- 
field and Lamar, George and Jack Dor- 
monde, Resua Sisters and Kay, Kay and 
Kay.

Here Apollon introduces Senor Wentes, 
Spanish ventriloquist and plate spinner, 
and a mixup in their English is good 
for a bundle of laughs. Senor Wentes 
offers a novelty in ventriloquism, shap- 
ing and making up the puppet from his 
hand. He has remarkable voice control 
and an uncanny sense of manipulation. 
Follows with a good brand of plate 
spinning, the puppet, out of sight, heck- 
ling him thruout. Brought many laughs 
and a heavy hand. 


Dave Apollon and his “Royal Cana- 
dians” (10 Filipinos) fill this spot, with 
Don Morell pulling a fine hand with a 
bit of intricate hoofing. Ann Bradley, 
a hefty blonde with a quality blues 
voice, pleases immensely with her sing- 
ing of From the Top of His Head to the 
Tip of His Toes and What's the Reason? 
Miss Bradley and Dave fill in the interim 
with more delightful clowning and Apol- 
lon contributes a fine piece of legiti- 
mate pianoing.

Dave and his band boys fill the next 
spot with a mountain of laughs thru 
crossfire chatter built around the mur- 
der of the English language and funny 
misunderstandings. Boys also do Dark 
Eyes and Two Guitars, with Dave han- 
dling the vocals in English and Russian. 
The comedy session and music making 
drew thunderous applause. Harold 
Aloma, Hawaiian, sings East of the Sun 
in sweet tenor voice and follows with a 
brilliant exhibition on the Hawaiian 
steel guitar, playing Rosary and imitat- 
ing an organ and the human voice.

House still isn’t getting anywhere in 
trying to offer entertainment other 
than the feature picture. On its fifth 
week as a pix house, with B. A. Rolfe 
and ork still offering a “musical variety 
show” and having eight more weeks to 
go, the policy isn’t clicking at all. A 
very small attendance at this viewing, 
with Fox’s Way Down East as the film 
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attraction. Rolfe’s program is negligible 
and a better policy would be to spot- 
book fairly well-known bands that 
would be more adaptable to pix house 
entertainment. Need novelty band 
mumbers and specialties other than 
singing and instrumental. 

Every time there’s a change of film 
Rolfe offers a new group of numbers 
and adds a couple of new singers. He's 
a peculiar type of leader, not first-rate 
for the intimacy needed here. Acts 
somewhat mervous, stammers over his 
announcements and the like, but with 
it all he’s a very capable leader, knows 
his music and has very good taste and 
has a corking musical aggregation. 
Mounting of his ork isn’t so forte either. 

This week Rolfe has as his special 
people Jack Parker and Mlle.

It was just this reporter’s luck to be 
called for jury duty last spring, before 
the admission of women to the panels 
in New York State. That probably means 
that. he must rest juryless for quite a 
while after the ladies are called—and 
there are high shenanigans on a mixed 
jury if Messrs. Brian Marlow and Frank 
Merlin are to be believed. They wrote 
a play about the goings-on of a mixed 
panel, and Mr. Merlin presented it at 
the Biltmore Theater last Friday night. 
It is called Good Men and True. 

What goes on in those mixed juries 
must be a caution—always, of course, 
taking the Messrs. Marlow and Merlin’s 
word for it. In the course of Good Men 
and True during the dragging days of a 
murder trial the jury indulges in illicit 
love, three marriage proposals, some sly 
drinking, a coming child, a suicide and 
an accusation of Murder. There were 
probably a few more items, but this re- 
porter, baffled and envious, can’t recall 
them. Serving on such a jury must be a 
great deal more exciting than seeing 
plays—certainly more exciting than see- 
ing plays like Good Men and True. 

The pity is that the authors had a 
really sound idea—and then proceeded 
to clog it up with so much hoked melo- 
drama that it seems like just another 
spring-stage folderol. Their thesis is 
that 12 good men and true (or even 12 
good Men and women) are more often 
than not entirely incapable of weighing 
the evidence in a trial with any sort of 
intelligence or fairness. The mental 
level of 12 average men is hardly im- 
posing enough to warrant another hu- 
man risking his life upon it. When that 
average intelligence is clogged by prej- 
udices, preconceived opinions and the 
countless other things that go to make 
up the average man, dependence on a 
jury becomes merely a slow method of 
suicide. 

At least so Messrs. Marlow and Merlin 
claim in their play—and there is much 
justice in their viewpoint. 

Of course a certain amount of action 
is needed to fill three acts. That was a 
part of the authors’ undoing. They 
crowd so many theatrical plots into their 
panel (as indicated above) that they 
make the whole thing seem simply silly. 
And the means by which they drive 
home the real point are, to say the least, 
inadequate. The one intelligent man on 
the jury falls in love with the one intel- 
ligent girl and asks her to marry him. 
But she is with child, feels herself un- 
clean and refuses. Im her despair she 
throws herself from the roof of the jury’s 
hotel, the man trying to stop her. 

All the other jurymen feel that he has 
pushed her off; they don’t like him any- 
how, because he is intelligent, just as 
they don’t like the defendant in the case 
they are trying, for the same reason. 
When the sheriff, for political reasons, 
fails to do anything about the second 
“murder,” they decide to take the law 
into their own hands. The intelligent 
gentleman escapes them by proving, thru 
the girl’s letter, that it was suicide. This 
So impresses the others that they acquit 
the trial’s defendant, as told in a mock 
newspaper distributed at the end of the 
performance. 

The cast is easily up to its job, tho 
Eliot Cabot, as the intelligent young

man, goes around being so extremely in- 
telligent that you can hardly blame the 
other jurors for hating him. Martha 
Sleeper, late of the celluloids, is pleasant 
as the suicide, and Vera Marshe, as a 
cute dumb stenographer, manages to 
make the character a real human being 
instead of a vaudeville stooge, the usual 
method. The others are all more than 
adequate.

Melodrama depends largely upon pro- 
duction. An unimportant melodramatic 
script, expansively and lavishly pro- 
duced, can make a far greater theatrical 
impression than a better melodrama 
that suffers under the gentle ministra- 
tions of a shoestringer. Sidney Kingsley’s 
Dead End, his first play since the prize- 
winning Men in White, was fortunate in 
finding a producer like Norman Bel 


Geddes. Mr. Geddes used all his vast 
talents as props for the script—and the 
result is that Dead End, as Mr. Geddes 
presented it Monday night at the 
Relasco Theater, turns out to be a grand 
show. The word “show” is used ad- 
visedly. 

Mr. Kingsley, basically, is trying to 
present a Tobacco Road of Manhattan’s 
eastern waterfront, together with a few 
pages out of Street Scene and a fervent 
plea in behalf of the fine but obvious 
cause of rehabilitating the slums. If 
his play has any real value, other than 
as three acts of melodramatic entertain- 
ment, it is contained in the author’s 
plea against the horrible conditions that 
breed crime in clime-infested tenements. 
That obvious crusade is brought in care- 
fully and impressively, as tho it were 
something made of rare, pure gold. 


Altho the melodramatic, bang-bang 
plot seems complicated because of the 
number of outside characters involved, 
it is really quite simple, boiling itself 
down to two main themes. One tells of 
a slum-engendered crippled architect 
who pulled himself by his bootstraps 
out of his environment, only to land 
there again on relief. He is in love with 
a Jass who is living in both the neigh- 
boring swank apartment house and sin. 
She loves him, but she is not strong 
enough to marry him, even after he gets 
a reward for causing the death of a 
bovhood chum who turned out to be 
public enemy No. 1. So he goes off with 
a slum girl who loves him, whose kid 
brother is the mainspring of plot No. 2. 

That plot, which contains most of Mr. 
Kingsley’s obvious preachment, is con- 
cerned with a gang of kids who infest 
the wharf and slum street that are the 
scenes of the play. Their activities are 
shown with much color and detail, cli- 
maxed by their robbery of a poor little 
rich boy. The leader, a good lad, stabs 
the boy’s father in the ensuing melee 
and has to hide from the police. He 
tries to take revenge on the comrade 
who betrays his hiding place and is in 
a fair way toward becoming just such 
another gangster chieftain as the one 
who was slain, until the architect takes 
him in hand. There is a hint of a happy 
ending at the curtain. 


The gangster himself, surely the most 
sentimental desperado in the annals of 
stage and screen, also figures largely in 
the action. A public enemy who seems 
at times less like No. 1 than No. 13 
uptown at the 46th Street (where Victor 
Moore plays him in Anything Goes), he 
comes into the Manhattan danger-zone 
to see his old mother and his childhood 
sweetheart. But he gathers a harvest of 
ashes, his mother slapping his face and 
his sweetheart turning out to be a pros- 
titute ,srotten with disease. 

To put it mildly, Mr. Kingsley is obvi- 
ous. His plot is hardly the most subtle

As everyone (even, probably, Master Rose) suspected, the show was again post- 
poned, now being seheduled for next Saturcay (9). Such postponements, how- 
ever, offer no cause for alarm. They are expected, but not discouraging. Jumbo, 
like the George Washington Bridge, is semething that takes a long time to build. 
It may take longer than originally anticipated. but you know that eventually it 


will be completed. 


It may be that our grandchildren will sit gleefully before the 


first performance of Jumto—but a first performance of Jumbo there will un- 


doubtedly be. 


Jumbo is going to be one of those things. 


Either it will be a hit great enough 


to tax even the superlative superlatives of Master Rose’s Master Maney, or else 
it will be crushed beneath the weight of its own elephants. There will be no 
middle ground for Jumbo. It will tower up like the Empire State of entertainment 
or it will disappear (as the chorus girls used to do) in the now discarded Hippo- 


drome tank. 


Even if it is a failure (which it probably won’t be) it has already offered a 
good share of entertainment—thanks to the efforts of the indefatigable Mr. 


Maney, press agentry’s gift to methodical madness (or vice versa). 


The adver- 


tising, publicity and exploitation on Jumbo has been more entertaining than 


most shows. 


About the only thing that has been missed is Mr Maney himself 


hanging by his teeth to one of the hands of the Paramount clock, holding an 


elephent in one fist and Master Rose In the other. 


We can expect that any day now. 


speech tacked on like the text of a 
Sunday-school lesson. 

The dialog. evidently supposed to be 
rawly realistic, turns out to be merely 
self-consciously raw, and Mr. Kingsleys’ 
entire picture appears the sort of thing 
that would seem very, very real to peo- 
ple who have never had a contact with 
the original. His play is an obvious 
melodrama with an obvious moral, 
strutting about trying to look more im- 
portant than it is. 

But Mr. Geddes’ production is some- 
thing else again. The footlights of the 
Belasco have been transformed into the 
edge of Mr. Kingsley’s wharf, with the 
youngsters climbing up from beneath 
them in their swimming trunks. And 
the set itseJf is an amazing piece of 
effective stage realism—which means 
that it has rigorously selected just 
enough realistic details to create an im- 
pression of theatrical truth. It looms 
wp and throws itself full in the faces of 
the audience. 

It does not, however, always aid the 
effect of the melodrama, the wharf- 
footlights never allowing you to forget 
that you’re in a theater; but it does cre- 
ate an effect of its own far more power- 
ful than the effect of the play. Not a 
detail has been missed. At the ends of 
the intermissions, East River boat whis- 
tles call the customers home across the 
sands of Sutton Place. 

A large and youthful cast performs 
splendidly under Mr. Kingsley’s finely 
effective melodramatic direction, with 
the youngsters in the group standing 
out. The work of little Billy Halop as 
the youthful gang leader is one of the 
finest performances of the season. Oth- 
ers, adults and children, who do good 
work include Bobby Jordan, Huntz Hall, 
Theodore Newton, Elspeth Eric, Gabriel 
Dell, Charles R. Duncan, Bernard 
Punsly, Margaret Mullen, Carroll Ahs- 


burn, Joseph Downing and Martin 
Gabel. 
An interesting comparison can be 


made between Dead End ahd Winterset; 
both deal with the spill and spawn of 
the slums. But Mr. Anderson welded 
his material into a tower of soaring, 
powerful beauty, while Mr. Kingsley 
contented himself with writing an obvi- 
ous melodrama filled with the unneces- 
sary piling up of vulgarity that passes 
these days for “realism.” Mr. Anderson’s 
language is as shocking as Mr. Kingsley’s, 
but Mr. Anderson’s is powerful whereas 
Mr. Kingsley is simply raw. 

None the less, thanks to Mr. Geddes, 
Deed End is a swell show.

Mr. B. M. Kaye toys with a fascinating 
idea in his On Stage, which Rowland 
Stebbins, still hiding behind his false 
face of Laurence Rivers, Inc., brought to 
the Mansfield Theater Tuesday evening. 
It is the ever-fascinating idea of the 
dreaminess of reality and the reality of 
dreams, of the relative truth (as we 
know the word truth) in the worlds 
that exist within and outside of the 
brain. Playwrights, novelists, essayists, 
philosophers, poets (particularly poets) 
in countless numbers have tackled it 
before. Mr. Kaye is bucking against 
some stiff competition, and it is to his 
credit that he emerges not entirely 
without honor. If he has failed to make 
full use of the limitlessly expanding 
possibilities of his subject, he has at 
least made his statement clear, simple 
and on frequent occasion dramatic. 

Realizing that he is writing for the 
stage, which demands the obvious even 
in so subtle a discussion as this, he has 
wisely translated his thesis into obvious 
stage terms. And, thus translating, he 
has produced a piece which seems on 
the surface to be the offspring of a 
strange marriage between Sir Characters

in Search of an Author and Berkeley 
Square. He opens with a brief discus- 
sion between a playwright and hi 
friend as to whether characters may 
possess a life of their own, outside the 
mental life of the author, also incorpo- 
rating a bit of psychological background.

characters begin to do and say 
that are not in the script. The author 
is, to say the least, confused, and his 
confusion becomes wilder when places 
he has never heard of are mentioned, 
when events he never knew of occur, 
when a character he never conceived 
walks on the scene—all of which on the 
surface is akin to the Pate-confusion 
in Berkeley Square. The author is afraid 
to walk out of the stage-set’s front door, 
because instead of finding the back- 
stage of a theater he may find—a street! 

Mr. Kaye has chosen to embroider 
this discussion of reality and dreams 
with a melodramatic plot which, while 
interesting and intricate, is neither so 
interesting nor so intricate as the basic 
thesis which it heJps to expound. 

Later the author, dreaming in his 
dream-world, sees other events of his 
play occur—but not entirely as he wrote 
them. And now, dreaming in a dream, 
he is simply a spectator and is powerless 
to interfere. But he wakes from the 
inner dream, and the play within a play 
—or the life within life—goes on, with 
the author falling in love with one of 
his characters. She wants him to stay 
with her in her world, but he, after a 
scene reminiscent of the magnificent 
love motive that ends the second act of 
Berkeley Square, decides to step just for 
a moment thru the fourth wall which 
is real to her but non-existent to him. 
He steps thru—and he can’t get back. 

He awakes, of course, in his “real” 
life, and in an epilog which is as useless 
as the proldg the strange happenings in 
that other life are explained as the resi- 
due in his subconscious. Even the girl 
he loved turns out to be a girl he met, 
a girl he forgot even tho she remained 
a wellspring in his subconscious mind. 

Osgood Perkins plays what, despite 
the play’s title, is the title role. For Mr. 
Perkins, as the author, is on stage from 
the first curtain to the last, performing 
always with the sharp surety that dis- 
tinguishes his work. Selena Royle is 
gracious and lovely as the dream-girl, 
and Donald MacDonald wags his head 
energetically as the friend. Claudia 
Morgan (one of this corner’s favorite 
actresses), Frederic Worlock and Alan 
Marshal do fine work in other impor- 
tant roles. Robert Ross’ direction is 
clear and intelligent (attributes that 
were absolutely necessary to the play), 
and Mr. Stebbins’ production is taste- 
ful and excellent. 

It may be argued that Mr. Kaye’s 
working out of a subtle and delicate 
problem is obvious; but it must be obvi- 
ous if it is to be translated into effec-

tive stage terms. Mr. Kaye perhaps 
went not so far as he might have, but 
he went far enough to provide an in- 
teresting and provecative theatrical eve- 
ning. 

It is there that the poets and story- 
writers have the better of him; their 
machinery is better equipped to handle 
concepts of this sort.

summing-up of the subject ever written ¢ 


—and the most beautiful—is Lord 
Dunsany’s short story, The Coronation 
of Mr. Thomas Shap. It should be ree 
quired reading, to go with Mr. Kaye's 
play. 

As for the poets, they have treated 
the theme time out of mind. Santayana 
lifts it into glowing heights with the 
sonnet that ends: 

“Life is a dream, unless my dream be 
true.”

A good idea went woefully wrong in 
The Body Beautiful, the play which 
Robert Rossen wrote and directed. and 
which Sidney Harmon brought to the 
Plymouth Theater Thursday night. It 
should have been an extremely funny 
slam-bang show, but it isn’t.

The season's second play about bur- 
lesque to be produced, but the first to 
be conceived and announced, The Body 
Beautiful is at least infinitely better 
than Strip Girl, its predecessor. But 
that, after all, is damning with faint 
praise, and The Body Beautiful’s basic 
idea is worthy of better things.

UDY VALLEE adds luSter to his name with increasing brilliance as the months 
and years pass. In this age of puissant individualism the erstwhile freak 
crooner opens new vistas of his talent, character and versatility to an awed 

public and an admiring show business. Many who were once clinging uncertairly 
to the highest rungs of fame with this devoted scn of Maine are by now unknown 
and unsung; others are still flitting about in the heights but riding for a fall— 
reeling dizzily with the intoxication of their selfishness anc psychopathic egotism. 


The fair-haired boy who inspired ridicule in his earlier days as a professional 
because ridicule seemed to be the only weapon the die-hards could use effectively 
against him has outlived his detractors. Not merely outlived them; he has grown 
to Gargantuan size as a showman, artist and public figure while those whose envy 
made of them blabbering idiots monotonously intoning a litany about “nine-day 
wonders” are about as well known today as the average CCC recruit to President 
Roosevelt. 

Not so long ago that it should be completely forgotten by the members of this 
little congregation we eulogized Vallee in this pillar as one of the most gifted artists 
and the greatest showman-performer of this age. Inspired by our thesis we plastered 
it on so thickly on that occasion that the old column couldn't possibly stand an- 
other dab of the stuff. But time has passed and this wonder man of the show 
business has revealed an entirely new side of his complex makeup. Vallee has 
turned to the field of actor welfare. And when this Vallee person does something 
he does it right. 

> * * 

Tho speakers eloquently called their attention to every possible interpretation 
of the move we doubt whether the guests assembled in « midtown chophouse a 
recent afternoon caught the real significance of Vallee’s acceptance of the presi- 
dency of the American Federation of Actors. Eloquent, sincere and inspiring, Gene 
Buck squeezed every drop of drama out of the occasion, but it is only after mulling 
the matter over in one’s mind for a few days that the occasion takes on the aspect 
of happy reality. 

Here is a young, tremendously successful artist and showman. Here stands he 
in the midst of a career that has no equal in the show business. Picture him as 
a gull in the trajectory of its flight. He swoops down from high heaven; looks in 
on the lot of his colleagues in a business that is beset by every misfortune in the 
plague chest of Fate. He folds his wings; momentarily forgets about new horizons 
and remains to help these who need his guiding hand; his wise head; his warm 
heart and the prestige that goes with his name—prestige that all the money in the 
United States Treasury cannot buy. The metaphor isa little mixed. But it describes 
in a way we hope suffices what Vallee has done; the sacrifices he has made to pay 
a debt to the actor he doesn’t owe. And 2 debt that many others owe but will not 
acknowledge (selfish souls that they are) to the last day they live. 

We hope for the sake of the APA that Vallee’s presidency will get it plenty of 
favorable publicity, which it sorely needs. Vallee will get plenty of publicity, too. 
But we know that this will come to him not because he will sit on a throne and 
yawn. Vallee’s mentions in the public prints will derive. we are certain, from con- 
crete achievements in behalf of the actor and the actor’s organization. Vallee 
doesn’t need the publicity; he didn’t accept the job to grab any publicity and if 
our guess on him is still right most of his actions will be of such a character as 
to call for a minimum of publicity. 

Ralph Whitehead is the best thing that has yet happened to the AFA. Without 
Whitehead it is doubtful whether there would be an AFA. Vallee is the next best 
thing—and that’s the way that Vallee will want it to be until the end of his term. 
Not that Vallee is going to be a rubber-stamp president. Not Vallee. Those who 
know him well realize that he is fully capable to do things for himself and by 
himself. And he wants to see what’s being done before he nods his head in approval. 
But Vallee is practical as well as idealistic. He can't possibly devote all of his time 
to the AFA or any organization. He hasn't by far reached the stage in his career 
when he can ease up in his prefessional work. Financially, yes; but not from the 
standpoint of satisfying the urge for action and creative work that motivates a 
man with a good span of years separating him from middle age. Whitehead is 
devoting his life and soul to the AFA. It is his everything. Vallee can well handle 
the situation by sitting in occrsionally with Whitehead and other council mem- 
bers. And he started doing this before the echoes of the reception that greeted 
the announcement of his acceptence of the presidency died out. And he has been 
doing it since; to a degree that establishes him already as the most conscientious 
leader the AFA has had. 

* * * 


Vallee’s acceptance of high office in the AFA represents the high water mark of 
achievement in actor welfare circles since the AFA was given its Four A’s charter. 
Vallee did not accept the post impulsively, altho one might have gotten that im- 
pression from the surprise element involved in the presentation speech by White- 
head. Vallee has had the AFA under the surveillance of his trained eye for many 
months. He had worked silently (that is, not secretly but without fanfare and 
fuss) as a financial adviser to the organization up until the time Fred Keating 
atoned for his minor sins of neglect as the AFA absentee president by sending in 
his resignation with good wishes to the organization. 

His selection was a surprise and a news sensation because it was not believed 
among the boys alleged to be in the know that a man of Vallee’s earning power and 
Mass-appeal caliber would want tc be bothered about helping the underdog in this 
Gay and age. In an era when big-shot artists will refuse to attend the funeral 
Service of an oldtimer because the outlook for a fan audience is not so forte. In 
an era when biggies who hadn't been around their old haunts for months and 
years turned up at grand old boy Hopper’s funeral because they were ‘tipped that 
all the dailies and news services—and newsreel cameras—would cover it. In an 
era when certain alleged big shots who are still hams and don't know it keep away 
from the APA like it is poison “because it might hurt me with the booking offices.” 
(Where are the booking offices, poor dubs?) In this era Vallee—topnotcher of 
hardiness unsurpassed—fooled them and cast his lot with the organization that 
has scratched, bled and bit its way thru the cave of horrors in which all great 
movements are born. 

We have argued in the face of all theoretical evidence to the contrary that what 
the AFA needs more than anything else is the support of the men and women who 
comprise the backbone of the “big name” industry. No better man than Vallee 
could have been chosen on one count alone: his ability, willingness and resources to 
whip into line the moral cowards who have been watching the AFA from the 
Sidelines because they feared to be stripped of their “name” epaulets if mingling 
with the masses in a great, growing movement to solidify the strength of the actor 
in the fight for a place in the sun. 

* * * 


Vallee brings to the AFA far more than an ingratiating personality, a magic 
name and a moral support that it has long needed. Far more important than these 
he adds by his presence to the AFA’s inner council a wise head and to its public 
meetings an enviable talent as a level-headed, appealing speaker. 

As an artist Vallee is more the romantic than the emotional type. As a speaker, 
4 protagonist of a Cause, Vallee is not the emotionalist of the Cantor-Jessel school, 
altho he uses emotion as handily as the best of the alligator tear dispensers. Vallee 
as a speaker and pleader resorts to cold logic and with his superior brand of show-

With nearly 100 exhibs on hand, the 
largest turnout in years, the 15th an- 
nual convention of the Allied Motion 
Picture Theater Owners of Western 
Pennsylvania, held at the Hotel Schenley 
in Pittsburgh Monday and Tuesday, was 
marked with success. Sidney E. Samuel- 
son, national president of Allied, an- 
nounced behind closed doors plans of 
the association's own producing unit, 
which will be publicly revealed in a few 
weeks. It was learned that the inde- 
pendent company, sponsored by Allied, 
will function in Hollywood, will assume 
the significance of a maior company 
and will serve exclusively the interests 
of the independents. 


Abram F. Myers, general counsel for 
Allied, urged the theater owners to lend 
their full co-operation to this new en- 
terprise.

At the opening session M. A. Rosen- 
berg, member of the board of directors, 
urged the exhibs not to sign any ad- 
vertising film contracts unless they are 
approved by the association. This move 
is to protect the theater owner from a 
maze of matter in legal contracts which 
the average layman cannot interpret 
properly. Louis Senn, of New York, 
advised the gathering to buy theater in- 
surance as an association and receive 
the same benefits given all chains. 


Mayor William N. McNair of Pitts- 
burgh was one of the leading speakers 
on the first day. He urged the organi- 
zation to protest against theater taxes 
which threaten the very business ex- 
istence of the theater owners. He sug- 
gested that the exhibs submit formal 
protests to Governor George H. Earle 
of Pennsylvania and President Roosevelt. 
They would help, he added, when the 
legislatures meet for the next session.

PLOT—The fly-speck kingdom of Casinaria, which thrives on its tourist 
trade and its gambling casino, is suddenly faced with bankruptcy. The tyrant 
queen manages to have the princess engaged to Banco, Casinaria’s only citizen 
living abroad and the only Casinarian millionaire left. The millionaire arrives 
and, when revolutionists attempt to assassinate him, is hit on the head and 
loses his mind. He becomes a dictator and his insanities are carried out by the 
populace, which dares not question him. Finally another knock restores him to 
sanity and, when the princess elopes with the palace band leader, he marries the 
widowed queen himself. The picture ends when Banco is told he has lost his 
entire fortune and asks the queen for a small pension for life. 

CAST—Max Dearly, Marthe Meliot, Renee St. Cyr, Sindel, Paul Olivier, 
Charles Redgie, Raymond Cordy and Jose Noguero. 

DIRECTOR—Rene Clair. 

COMMENT—This is Rene Cloir’s latest and is in keeping with his superb 
satires. As a burlesque of dictatorships and political forms it reaches frequent 
heights of brilliance. However, Clair apparently could not make up his mind 
whether to make it a satire on dictators or an out-and-out hoke comedy. It 
misses being a truly great picture and becomes a very funny comedy instead. 

APPEAL—The English titles and the English prolog and epilog do much to 
make the French dialog understandable. Altho essentially a class picture, it 
should be able to entertain the average audience. 

EXPLOITATION—Play up the satire on dictatorship and, if possible, tie up 
with local political campaigns. 


“BAD BOY” 


(26TH CENTORY-FOX) 
RELEASE DATE not given. 
PRODUCER—John Blystone 


TIME—60 minutes. 


PLOT—James Dunn, as Eddie Nolan, is a “loafer,” a poolroom habitue 
and a likable ne’er-do-well. The parents of his sweetheart reject him, 
forbid her to see him. The girl, Sally (Dorothy Wilson), refuses, they are 
secretly married and bend their efforts to get him a “respectable” job. They 
fail. Finally he becomes a hero by foiling a holdup, gets his job and everything 
is lovey-dovey. 

CAST— James Dunn, Dorothy Wilson, John Wray, Louise Fazenda, Victor 
Killian, Luis Alberni, Beulah Bondi. Dunn ts all right in his part, altho it is 
partially actor-proof. Wilson is, likewise, quite pleasing. Fazenda is a gar- 
rulous boarding-house keeper; Killian a private detective in a bit, and Alberni 
another bit as an ice-cream vender. Wray is the irate pop who throws Dunn 
out—partly because Dunn has just taken him over in pool. 

DIRECTOR—John Blystone. 

AUTHOR—Vina Delmar. Screen play by Alan Rivkin. 

COMMENT—Another double-feature programer, with Miss Delmar failing 
to repeat~her success with Bad Girl. Cgmmonplace story and plot and a routine 
production 

APPEAL—Adult, limited. 

EXPLOITATION—Mainly thru the authorship angle. 


“SOCIETY FEVER” 
(INVINCIBLE) 


RELEASE DATE—October 1. 
PRODUCER—Maury M. Cohen. 


PLOT—A guy wanting to buy a tumbled-down old mansion stumbles into 
one of the looney families which were popular last year in pix. He of course 
falls for the sane daughter, but a phoney mistake makes him hold off. Family’s 
attorney is robbing them systematically. Missing brother comes home as a 
marine, just on the eve of a big society party in the tumbled-down homestead. 
Party itself is supposed to provide the comedy climax, with the marine pasting 
the lawyer, and the “hero” clearing everything up, including his own romance. 

CAST—Lois Wilson, Lloyd Hughes, Grant Withers, Guinn Williams, Sheila 
Terry and others. Wilson is badly miscast in a typical ingenue role, but does 
good work none the less. Hughes is pleasant. Rest are properly balmy. 

DIRECTOR—Frank R. Strayer. He missed many oppertunities in a yarn 
the dialog of which could have been made into something. 

AUTHOR—Karen De Wolf, story end screen play. Story is a hodge- 
podge of disintegrating tripe, but the nut family idea gets a few new angies 
here, and if it had been properly carried out it might have shown results. 
Dialog bright and funny in spots, but nullified by the story. 

COMMENT—Just a missed chance. The sappy, yappy yarn kills any in- 
terest that may have been aroused by the brightly zany opening. 

APPEAL—Not much, if any, with film rating lower brackets of doubles. 
Those who might have been lured by the comedy will be lost by the yarn. 

EXPLOITATION—Play up the comedy, what there is of it.

“THE NEW GULLIVER” . 


(MOSCOW FILM STUDIO) 
TIME—75 minutes. RELEASE DATE not given. 
(Released thru Oscar Serlin, Arthur Mayer and Joseph Burstyn for North and 
South America, thru Amkino) 


PLOT—Petya, schoolboy, played by V. Konstantinov, dreams he is a new 
Gulliver in Lilliput. The picture then portrays his adventures there, with a 
heavy Soviet propaganda story concerning the revolt of the workers against the 
king and his regime. Parts of the picture are truly remarkable. 

CAST—Konstantinov and the puppets. The punrpets are two inches high, 
but unlike those previously seen portray emotions vhru facial expressions and 
physical maneuvers. Konstantinov doesn’t do as well as the pupvrets. 

DIRECTOR—A. Ptushko. He did a remarkable job in a picture that took 
eight years to produce and two years just to sheot. Process. apparently, uses 
masks in successive shots, the same as done with animated cartoons. F. Krasny 
is the puppeteer, Y. Shvets art director. Their work, together with tne others 
concerned in the pix, is combined into an ovtstanding cinematic art s:1ccess. 

AUTHORS—G. Roshal and Ptushko. English titles by Julian Leigh. English 
lyrics by Michael Blankfcrt. - 

COMMENT—A feature that should be able to stand by itself in many 
Spots, despite the propaganda angle, which will injure profit chances in America. 
The puppets clone should be able to bring in kids, while the elders will go for 
the production phases. Satire, cpart from political thecries, is excellent. 

APPEAL— Difficult to state. As has been said, the Soviet preaching will 
hurt box office, but the puppets and the popularity of Gulliver should help 
overcome this. Hcewever, draw will most likeiy be in the arty class. 

EXPLOITATION—Heavy on the puppets. 


“RED ARMY DAYS” 
(AMKINO) 


TIME—80 minutes. RELEASE DATE not given. 


PRODUCER—Lenfild Studios. 


PLOT—The commander of a war tank of the army guarding the Soviet 
borders rooms at a house and promptly falls in love with the landlord’s pretty 
daughter. She just can’t resist the soldier boy, and goes thru the usual mooney 
expressions indicating love. There are misunderstandings, some rivalry from the 
village idiot and from the other soldiers and finally they admit their love just 
before the army is disencamping for the winter. 

CAST—All Russian. 

DIRECTOR—Not given. 

AUTHOR—Not given 


COMMENT—A simple story in Hollywood fashion. In other words, a glorifica- 
tion of the army thru the medium of a love affair. The Russian dialog is aided 
considerably by the English titles and the story is easily understandable. Photog- 
raphy and music are more than good. 

APPEAL—To Russians and Soviet sympathizers in the main, altho most 
audiences would probably enjoy it also. 

EXPLOITATION—Play up the “see the famous Red army in action” angle. 
The heroine is a pretty girl and decidedly Hollywoodish, which at least should 
give the advertising a sex angle. 


“DRESSED TO THRILL” 


(20TH-FOX) 


RELEASE DATE not given. 
PRODUCER—Robert T. Kane. 


TIME—68 minutes. 


PLOT—A soldier engaged to marry a little French shopkeeper is ordered 
iway to Toronto on their wedding day, and she doesn’t know what happens 
to him. So she sets out and sets the world on its ear by bleaching her hair 
and doing songs and dances, being billed as a Russian. It all comes out okeh, 
of course, after the usual complications. 

CAST—Clive Brook, Tutta Rolf, Robert Barratt, Nydia Westman and others. 
Rolf, an importation, presents a problem; they could have hired plenty of gals 
just as bad on this side. Has nothing to offer except the usual excesses of 
Gallic “charm,” which she turns on full force—but only a drizzle comes out. 
Poor Brook is buried in the awful material. Others no worse than their parts 
make them. 

DIRECTOR—Harry Lachman. Direction as dull and flat as the film. 

AUTHOR—Samson Raphaelson, adapted from a play by Alfred Savoir. 
Raphaelson is author of original stage version of Accent on Youth. Maybe he 
was only kidding. 

COMMENT—About as flat and silly as anything could be. Also dull. In- 
cidental songs and half-baked production numbers fail to help, being if any- 
thing even more boring than the rest of the film. 

APPEAL—Try to find it. 

EXPLOITATION—Brook’s name, which is still powerful, may do some 
good the first day. Forget about the rest. 


“WESTERN FRONTIER” 
(COLUMBIA) 


TIME—59 minutes. RELEASE DATE not given. 

PLOT—Ken Maynard is sent out to capture the woman leader of a horse 
and beef-rustling gang, ignorant of the fact that the girl is his sister, she 
having been kidnaped by Indians when their parents were slaughtered while 
on their way west. He is captured by her gang and is about to be shot when 
she notices a tattoo on his arm similar to one on hers. She prevents the gang 
killing him and is killed herself. 

CAST—Ken Maynard, Lucille Brown, Nora Lane, Frank Yaconelli, Otis 
Harlan. Maynard is about the only performer in the picture other than Harlan. 
Both women leads, his sister and the love interest, are pretty bad. 

DIRECTOR—Albert Herman. 


AUTHORS—Nate Gatzert and Ken Maynard. It’s not a bad yarn for a 
Western, but the dialog is pretty terrible. Might be time for a campaign to 
rationalize oat opera dialog 

COMMENT=—Slightly better than average Western, with plenty of action 
and good photography. Excellent shots in the early part of the picture when 
the covered-wagon caravan is on a rush to prevent the Indian massacre. 

APPEAL—Customary Western draw. 

EXPLOITATION—Ditto.

Minsky-Weinstock’s Republic, getting 
a quarter a throw from the afternoon 
trade, had ’em standing all thru this 
show, with the house a veritable bedlam 
during intermission. House staff's noisy 
handling of the crowd and the spieling 
of the candy butchers is material for 
LaGuardia’s anti-noise campaign. A fair 
enough hour and 34-minute show, with 
the dialog something for License Com- 
missioner Moss to shoot at. Seems sur- 
prising with the trouble the house is 
having with authorities that it should 
look for more trouble. 


New innovation here is the transfer 
of the pit ork to a box and placing stairs 
over the pit for the girls to work on. 
Apollo, Irving Place and Minsky’s Brook- 
Iyn are also using this idea. Current 
show is the Indie Circuit’s Bagdad to 
Broadway, supplemented by a couple of 
numbers put on by Minsky. Consider- 
able show for the money, much of it 
good except for the material done in 
bad taste. 

Mike Sachs, a_ really 
heads the comedy crew and he does 
stuff that’s absolutely revolting—and 
this reviewer’s no pufitan..His carryings 
on in the dance-hall bit, with Alice 
Kennedy as his foil, is too raw. Audi- 
ence howled, tho, so what’s the use. 
Herbie Faye, Lou Black and Frank Smith 
are the other comedy purveyors and 
they get laughs without overdoses of 
smut. Faye and Black are of the vaude 
type, contributing hoofing and fiddling 
specialties besides. Smith in his one bit 
is a hit with his double-talk. 

Helping out in the comedy are Harry 
White, Charlie Dane, Dudley Douglas, 
Miss Kennedy and Barbara Jason. 
They’re an able crew, with Dane dou- 
bling okeh at singing. The Misses 
Kennedy and Jason are all that you can 
ask for in the way of women straights. 

Stripping went for naught at this 
viewing, the folks practically disregard- 
ing it. Not that the girls aren't effec- 
tive, but only because the folks here 
seek their comedy. Quartet of strippers 
are, in order of appearance, Barbara 
Bow, Marie Gundle, Mickey O'Neil and 
Rose La Rose. All of them show much 
style, but none of them came in for any 
real callbacks. Ordinarily you'd expect 
these stunners to come in for much 
mitting. 

Production end of the show is first- 
rate, with the chorines and showgirls a 
neat aggregation and nice workers. Then 
there’s Dagmar with her classy and 
daring exotic dance routines, the acro- 
batic Hilda Allison, the hoofing of 
Condos and Allen and the singing of 
Bob Alda. They do much to add to the 
production value, which is A-1 anyway 
considering the scenery and wardrobe, 
plentiful and tasteful.

Little Lulu Johnson is a strip gal in 
burlesque, but by no means an ordinary 
strip gal. The very Russian leader of 
the burly band has conceived a concerto 
based upon the body’s pure worship of 
the sun which gives it life, and it is lit- 
tle Lulu’s muddled aim to give plastic 
expression to the concerto. The use of 
the word concerto in this connection 
would probably confuse the characters 
in There’s Wisdom in Women, a con- 
certo usually being in three movements 
with a solo instrument set off against 
the orchestra. In this case little Lulu’s 
body is the solo instrument. 

But little Lulu gets herself married 
to a belligerent stagehand who feels 
that the sight of his wife’s tossing torso 
is his own particular prerogative. Also 
the Russian convinces Lulu that in or- 
der to do the sun dance she must be 
pure, but pure, so hubby is yanked off 
to jail and kept there thru the conniv- 
ance of the Russian and the burlesque 
manager, while Lulu, acquitted by her 
eloquence in a raid, goes on and up to 
fame. Her naive insistence that her 
dance is the pure expression of the 
body’s beauty wins over the license com- 
missioner and he arranges for a recital 
in Carnegie Hall. But on the day of 
the recital her husband gets out of jail. 
and by the time evening has rolled 
‘round little Lulu is no longer fit to do 
the Dance of the Sun. 

That should make a very funny, if 

t overnice, play. It doesn’t at the 

lymouth, with most of the blame fall- 
ing upon Mr. Rossen in his double ca- 
pacity as author and director. Much of 
his play, failing to cash in on its cen- 
tral idea, is downright dull, and almost 
all of his direction makes it seem 
infinitely duller than it really is. That 
direction misses effect after effect, slow- 
ing the play and dulling every edge that 
comes in sight. And the second act, as 
indicated, flounders around endlessly, 
never getting anywhere in particular. 

Sally Walters returns to the stage to 
act little Lulu amusingly. Miss Walters, 
however, is a far plumper person now 
than the cute little chit who played so 
well in She Loves Me Not; her success 
evidently didn’t go to her head. Roy 
Roberts does well as the manager; 
Eugene Signaloff is amusing, but lacks 
pace, as the musician, and Garson Kanin 
contributes a hilarious performance as 
a burlesque candy man. He seems to be

He died a madman, crying as if his 
heart were breaking, thru the haze that 
for weeks obscured his mind, because 
his friends had deserted him—cried and 
protested against this desertion and 
fought for life. But in vain. 

He lived in peace—in song and jest— 
a smile always on his lips. He died in 
agony, alone, friendless, helpless, know- 
ing that his appeal for help had gone 
unanswered, realizing that the many 
hundreds who had worked with him, 
who knew him, who were members of 
the same profession were too busy with 
their personal problems to think of him 
in his hours of despair. 

Bobby Gilbert is gone. But the mem- 
ory of a huge failure must live on to 
eat into the conscience of Many who, 
when they could have come to his ald, 
turned their heads and refused his ap- 
peal for assistance. 

His family, in Parkers Landing, Pa., want 
his body shipped home rather than to permit 
him to rest in a pauper’s grave. But they 
are helpless financially. It is hoped that 
altho members of the endurance field failed 
him in life they will remember him in death. 
Funds to aid in shipping his body home

I do not think that this change which 
has been made by some circuses will be 
welcomed by the majority of people who 
like a good circus band, with its peppy 
music. Perhaps certain reasons have 
made this change only temporary. In 
the writer’s opinion a circus band should 
be seated in the center ring when play- 
ing the balf-hovr or more of concert 
music before the big show begins. In 
this way a band will make a better ap- 
pearance, usually having natty uniforms, 
and the music can be heard more dis- 
tinctly from all sections of the big top 
and therefore more thoroly enjoyed. 

The music that small circus bands put 
across nowadays is remarkable, and such 
bands really are a credit to the shows in 
more ways thanone. Regardless of their 
s.ze, it would seem that the bands ought 
to receive more recognition than thcy do.

Glens Falls, N. Y. 
During the summer of 1892 a bunch 
of circus people framed a minstrel show 
known as Sweeney, Alyido, Gorman & 
Goetze’s Model Minstrels. Executive 
staff was C. H. Sweeney, manager; M.

treasurer. Thus, 
you see, this out- 
fit took care of its 
. personal interest. 
Over there the first season were Harry 
C. Shunk, Joe Dillon, John Lively, Walt 
Howard, Frank Todd, Charles Fletcher, 
Jim Whitmey; Jess Worthington, band 
master; V. Irolli, orchestra director, and 
a company of 20 performers and musi- 
cians. The writer did not catch the 
show until October, 1893, when the per- 
sonnel had changed considerably. Bud 
Gorman had retired and his name as 
one of the proprietors was eliminated. 
The first edition of ends were Billy Ryan 
and Charles Regan; second edition were 
Joe Dillon and Tom Mack. Dan Perrine 
did the middle. Vocalists were John 
Ecker, singing Two Little Girls in Blue; 
Billy Ryan, Anything You Like; Evans 
and Doran, song and dance in the circle; 
Charles Regan, Hot Stuff; Dan Perrine, 
Love's Sorrow; Tom Mack, Do, Do, My 
Huckleberry, Do; Lon Hudson, Velvet 
and Rags; Joe Dillon, a medley, and 
Evans and Doran again to close the first 
part. 

In the olio were Alvido and Gagnier, 
comedy juggling; Carl Charles, feats of 
contortion; Tom Mack, monolog; big 
drill and dancing act arranged by Joe 
DiHon; George Hassell, America’s pre- 
mier male soprano; Byers, acrobatic 
dancing; olio was closed with an after- 
piece entitled Pastimes on the Levee by 
the full company. This was not a bad 
show and should have done satisfactory 
business, but I believe that it did not 
last. 

Another cork opry that played Dakin’s 
Opera House, New Berlin, N. Y., on April 
12, 1900, was Diamond Bros.’ Double 
White Minstrels. Tambos were Fred 
Russell, George Knox and A. J. Rasch; 
bones were Lew Diamond, Charles Decker 
and Frank Hart. Lawrence Diamond 
was interlocutor. Opening overture was 
Warming Up in Dirie, by Prof. Herrick’s 
Orchestra, introducing the “Wizard of 
the Baton,” Frutchey. Lawrence Dia- 
mond sang Sweet Eileen; Lew Diamond, 
I Guess I'll Telegraph My Baby; J. J. 
Bever, Meet Me Tonight for the Last 
Time; George Knox, Chicken; William 
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Chamberlain, One Little Word; Fred 
Russell, All Alone; W. Berry, Where the 
Sweet Magnolias Bloom; Charles Close, 
Asleep in the Deep. In the grand finale 
were featured the Comedy Three, Dia- 
mond, Hart and Russell. High spots in 
the olio were Richard, marvelous foot 
juggler; Diamond Quartet, Barry, Bevans, 
Chamberlain and Close; Frutchey, trick 
cyclist; Decker and Rasch, singing 
comedians; Knox Brothers, musical nov- 
elties, and Morris and Amour closed the 
show with a comedy horizontal bar act. 
About this time Corry Vreeland, of 
Friendship, N. Y., home of Joe Gorton's 
New Orleans Minstrels, took out Vree- 
land’s Operatic Minstrels, under Man- 
agement of N. C. Collins. The black- 
face jesters were Arthur Deming, Edwin 
Warren, James Davis, Hugh Franey, Billy 
Fries, Harry Long, Lawrence Fries and 
Dick Vonder. Their first part was 
unique in that there were specialties of 
diverse kinds introduced. Arthur Dem- 
ing sang Telephone to the Sky; Harry 
Meyrick, The Picture That Is Turned 
Toward the Wall; Edwin Warren, The 
Parrot; Theo Jackson, Rocked in the 
Cradle of the Deep; sand jig, Fries 
Brothers; “The Reporters,” Deming and 
Warren; euphonium solo, Charles Brat- 
ton; quartet, vocal selections, and finale 
was The Rival Speakers, Deming and 
Warren. Second part, Uncle Eph’s Re- 
turn, arranged by Larry McAvoy; Franey, 
Davis, Long, Vonder, Kennedy, Fries 
Bros. and Dillon, a soft-shoe dancing 
ensemble; Billy Fries, $10,000 challenge 
tambourine juggler; The American 
Derby, artistic clog novelty, arranged by 
Hugh Franey; The Emperor, Arthur 
Deming,- monolog; “The Biack Watch,” 
spectacular military drill; Richard Von- 
der; “Excitement in Dixie,” grotesque 
tumbling; George Hassell, male soprano 
burlesque artist. Olio was closed by the 
Comedy Four in a sketch, At Delmonico’s. 
Arthur Deming easily carried off honors 
in the show. I believe that this outfit 
was not of long duration, altho nearly 
everyone on the show was a seasoned 
performer.

Around the Rinks

On October 12 I spent an enjoyable 
evening at Ritz Rink, Liverpool, where 
Billie Baldock continues to operate to 
excellent business. I have always ad- 
mired Baldock as one of our most enter- 
prising managers and this recent visit 
more than confirmed my previous opin- 
ion. 

Staff at Ritz totals 16; floor space is 
not large (95 by 60 feet), but the com- 
fort of both skaters and spectators is 
considered in every possible way and the 
continual introduction of novelty items 
keeps attendance up to capacity most 
nights, despite keen competition from a 
larger rink in the same ‘city. Doris 
Baldock is still on the floor, assisting 
her father, an ideal instructress; she is 
a@ master of most roller dances and the 
ones I partnered her in during my all 
too-brief stay were a delight. 

During the evening Derby Flyers rol- 
ler hockey team met the Ritzonians, re- 
sult of match being 3-3. Music is pro- 
vided by the Ritz Band in the spacious 
balcony. 

Trindle Rink, Dudley, reopened on 
October 19 with an enlarged floor, re- 
ports Manager B. Hill. H. Allardice, late 
of Victoria Pier Rink, Folkestone, and 
Spring Bank Rink, Nelson, is now in 
charge of floor at Skating Club, Batley, 
where Sunday night sessions, with roller 
hockey as main features, are drawing 
big crowds. 

New Palais Rink, Derby (floor space 
106 by 54 feet) is doing good business as 
usual. Wednesday, Saturday and Sun- 
day night sessions receive capacity 
crowds; hockey every night, a promi- 
nerit feature.

Threaten Self-Insurance

“President Baker and 
other leaders of the industry have ac- 
cepted the situation as a challenge, feel- 
ing that self-insurance is too hazardous 
for any operator to attempt so long as 
other insurance is available at reason- 
able rates. 


Officers in Warning 


“President Baker and Chairman Alex- 
ander, however, have warned the ine 
dustry that its one hope for relief lies 
in concerted action by the entire ine 
dustry, as it is premium volume and 
individual representation which will 
solve the problem. 


“Quite naturally, benefits of the work 
now being done by the board of direc- 
tors, officers and members of this come 
mittee, in this most vital field, will be 
enjoyed by members of the association 
only. 

“President Baker therefore urges all 
nonmembers to make application for 
membership before the forthcoming 
convention, so as to attend this big 
gathering in good standing and be 
eligible for benefits which are to accrue 
in the way of reduced rates on public 
liability insurance for 1936.”

Total was 
generally regarded as largest for a single 
week on these items that the trade re- 
members. 


As was predicted here last issue, the 
low prices quoted continued to be a 
source of wonder to many mills. From 
present indications, it appears that 
trunks will account for at least 90 per 
cent of the biz in men’s swim goods. 
Two mills have had such a volume of 
orders that it was estimated they will 
do the best part of 100,000 dozen be- 
tween them by the time the selling sea- 
son ends. 


Women’s bathing suit styles have not 
as yet been officially priced, but these 
lines are due to be shown during the 
coming week. 


All of which means that the wise pool 
man, whether he be operator of an out- 
door or indoor natatorium, is buying 
his swimming suits now. Prices of the 
various lines are at their lowest and, 
regardless of the fact that some indoor 
operators may have a sufficient quan- 
tity to last thru the winter season 
they’re sure to need some for next 
spring and summer.

State Fair in Shreveport Gets 
64%, Footage Increase Over °34 


Some record days are registered, despite rain and cold, 
and total attendance count is expected to measure up to 
last year’s—grounds colorful with innovations 


* 
SHREVEPORT, La., Nov. 2.—The 30th annual Louisiana State Fair here on 
October 19-27 was one of the most successful in history, with largest exhibits 


since its origination. 


While rain and coid weather played havoc with attendance 


during several days, officials said they believed a final check would show that as 
many people passed thru the gates as in 1934, as attendance on the good days was 
record-breaking. The first three days were way above the ordinary, with Monday, 
Colored Day, and Tuesday, Children’s Day, breaking all records for attendance and 


receipts on gates, grand stand and mid- 
way. A driving rain kept everything at 
a standstill on Wednesday, with cold 
weather setting in on Thursday and 
Friday. 

Weather moderated somewhat on 
Saturday to bring out-of-town visitors 
to the annual football classic between 
Centenary and T.C. U. Sunday morning 
saw the largest throng of the week and 
when rain began about 1 o'clock, all 
hope of a banner day was abandoned. 
Auto races end several other events were 
canceled when grounds became a minia- 
ture river. 

Many colorful touches that added 
much to appearance of the grounds were 
an “Avenue of Flags” and 100 flood- 
lights. Every building was looking spick 
and span, as many improvements had 
been made. Sunken gardens are greatly 
enlarged and add a Colonial touch to 
the already beautiful fair plant, one of 
the largest in the country. 

More exhibit space was sold or re- 
quested this year than ever before and 
two large tents were put in the air to 
take care of last-minute exhibitors. 
Fred Kressman, superintendent of con- 
cess'ons, reported an increase of 64 per 
cent in footage over last year. 


Grand-Stand Show Best 


Among: new features were a Young 
Musicians’ Day, attracting 24 bands 
from the Ark-La-Tex region and a basket- 
ball tournament drawing 48 entries. 
Child Welfare clinic was the largest ever 
held here, with over 1,500 babies entered. 
Society Hcerse Show held: sway on the 
first three nights and preceded the 
regular grand-stand performance. Four 
football games were held in the large 
stadium on the grounds, with the annual 
classic between L. S. U. and University 
of Arkansas on Saturday, opening day, 
which drew a capacity crowd. Bishop 
College and Southern University, with 
two local high-school teams, entertained 
patrens on Colored Day, and the second 
Saturday saw Centenary and T. C. U. in 
their annual clash. 


Over 100 fiddlers gathered in spacious 
“Cinderella Bailroom” on the grounds 
for the annual fiddling and square-dance 
contest on Friday. Over 2,000 Boy Scouts 
alsc gathered on Friday for their 
camperee. Scouts also maintained head- 
quarters. “Ol’ Mississippi,” an engine 
that was used on the Hamburg & 
Natchez Railroad in 1837-’39, attratted

in many years before that. Certainly not 
in a long period have so many all-time 
records been made for attendance, rev- 
enue and grand-stand receipts. The im- 
petus started in 1933 has carried on to 
a record-breaker. There should be no 
dearth of subjects for program makers 
at the annual meetings of State and dis- 
trict associations of fairs the coming 
winter. And round-table discussions 
should take on the aspect of experience 
exchanges whereby those who did not 
do so well at their fairs as others can 
profit by the methods used by those who 
chalked up big successes. The value of 
good midways and real grand-stand 
shows has been exemplified as never be- 
fore. 


MINNESOTA fair circuit objects to cancel- 
lation or substitution of acts. This might be 
something to thresh out at the Cophers’ an- 
nual fairs’ meeting this winter, so that the 
bookers and acts’ side could be heard, there 
being two sides to every question, and fair 
officials not always being wise to what 
agencies are often up against. 


IF Chicago’s A Century of Progress 
made the country “fair-minded,” to the 
benefit of all fairs, then the future surely 
is bright for keeping John Q. Public in 
that healthy state. Big jairs and 
erpositions in the offing in the 
next two to four vears are New York 
World’s Fair 1939, Teras Centennial Cen- 
tral Exposition in Dallas and San Fran- 
cisco Bridge Exposition. The ballyhoo 
for these will be kept hot, to which all 
folks connected with the lesser annual 
shows certainly shouldn’t object. 


ATR managers and privilege men who 

have not cleaned up their midway 

concession games, for various rea- 
sons, have just had it again brought 
forcibly to their attention that grift and 
grief go hand in hand. Let ’em take a 
leaf from the book of those boards that 
no longer have heat and squawks and 
who see their attendances climbing and 
their space sales soaring—and who find it 
@ real pleasure to run a fair with a mid- 
way that is on the up and up. 


THE fair that was the exception this year 
was the one that DIDN’T break some sort 
of a record. 


POPULARITY of fireworks is being 
called one of the highlights in the 1935 
fair season. The fact is that a number 
of fairs that had dropped displays went 
in for them again this year. People al- 
ways like the pyrotechnics, but if fire- 
works, like vaudeville, are denied to the 
public, it hardly can be expected to com- 
ment very favorably or otherwise on 
something that is absent. 


FILLUPS: Advance sales are good rain 
insurance; giveaways are proving sure- 
fire for ticket sales. . . . Success of pari- 
mutuels at county fairs has been spotty. 
Depends a lot upon type of population.

tify themselves as “animal lovers” revis- 
ter vigorous protests with Zoo authori- 
ties against the general idea of having 
the wild beasts all penned up and con- 
fined. The thought seems to be that 
there should be no zoos at all and that 
the animals should be left in their na- 
tive haunts. Overlooking the education- 
al and recreational value of a zoo and 
the impossible task of returning cap- 
tive specimens to their habitats, the 
weight of practical argument seems to 
indicate that zoo animals are much more 
fortunate than their kin roaming the 
wilds. In the first place, zoo animals are 
relieved of the eternal anxiety of guard- 
ing against surprise attacks from ene- 
mies. As direct evidence, the baby 
rhinoceros at the Zoo bears on its ears 
long scars inflicted in its jungle days, 
probably by a passing lion which fancied 
as a tidbit a smack of rhino ears. The 
pressing problem of food also is solved 
for zoo inmates. Trappers and students 
of wild animals in their haunts all agree 
that the eternal quest of something to 
eat occupies most of the waking hours 
of wild animals. It is probable that 
during umsuccessful periods of captur- 
ing prey, many wild animals go for long 
periods actually hungry. At the Zoo 
the animals are fed regularly and 
abundantly. 


RACINE, Wis.—A female black bear, 
born in Madison (Wis.) Zoo and brought 
here with her mate 12 years ago by the 
late Jacob Stoffel, known as “father of 
Racine Zoo,” died from injuries inflicted 
by one of her sons, occupying the same 
zoo inclosure.

Had 
our committee abolished an existing 
code it would have gotten more credit 
for its work, but, when carefully weighed, 
it is entitled to greater appreciation for 
preventing any code at all. The asso- 
ciation will be on the alert for any at- 
tempt to revive the code authority effort 
in our direction. Who would be our 
watchdog if the association were not? 
How could we get anything like as quick 
action as an association already organ- 
ized for action?

Harry C. Baker is injecting democracy 
into the work of the association. He is 
making an effort to gain the interest of 
new Members and to show them how 
easy it is to be heard. It is doubtful if 
any president has made as many per- 
sonal calls.

erly lighted. The court found that the 
patron in so doing was guilty of con- 
tributory negligence and was barred 
from recovery. We shall be pleased to 
give further details of this decision to 
anyone interested.

He did not allow 
any of his girls to step out. They all 
had to sleep in his private car.

If Ivan 
Snapp remembers the time Johnny Cas- 
tle beat him for seven grand in the crap 
game and then allowed him to double 
from scratch up to 14 grand before he 
got even? . . If John M. Sheesley re- 
members the Rose Bowl football game 
between W. & J. and California in 1921, 
when he bet everyone off the grand 
stand on W. & J.? The game was a tie.

The laws in many States are very 
strict about the methods used in opera- 
tion of busses. Some require the pur- 
chase of license plates, others call for 
payment according to seating capacity. 
Should you not own the business you 
are transporting you would be termed 
a contract carrier. 


Illinois Chauffeurs 


A new law, now in effect, provides 
that every person whe is termed a 
chauffeur and employed to drive ve- 
hicles mvst obtain a license in this 
State. Missouri also has such a law. 
Better play safe and get the require- 
ments. 


Minnesota 


Our old friend Mike Holm, secretary 
of state, informs that he has a new 
booklet which tells all one wishes to 
know about the laws of this State. Mike 
wants showmen to call on him when in 
his city and he also asks they drive 
carefully on his highways. 


Florida 


The governor of Florida has sent let- 
ters to governors of all other States in- 
forming them that Florida will arrest 
all transients who are not financially 
able to support themselves or show good 
cause why they should not be barred 
from the State. Not lone ago the same 
governor made a broadcast over the 
radio asking Northern citizens to enjoy 
this winter in his State. 


State Sales Tax 


In October 26 issue we gave a analysis 
of the State sales tax covering automo- 
biles and trucks. The sales tax is very 
queer in design. Some States provide 
exemptions, while others do not. In 
Ohio any trucking company possessing a 
permit or certificate issued by the utili- 
ties commission is exempted by giving 
the number of the permit. Indiana’s 
law is concealed by the fact that one 
does pay a tax, but the seller adds the 
tax to the price and this is termed a 
gross sales tax. Other States use the 
Thornberg plan of adding the tax to 
the price when the sale is made. Much 
discussion comes when a product pur- 
chased is to be shipped to another State 
and sold as a mail order. There are 
pending many court actions filed by 
companies selling by the mail-order 
method. By next spring carnival and 
other show companies will receive the 
benefit of many court rulings because 
a great percentage will provide exemp- 
tions on goods purchased interstate and 
sold likewise.

Cost of Freight 


In the October 26 issue we gave facts 
on freight charges made by many auto 
and truck dealers. This information 
was published as a matter of protection 
against unfair practices by some dealers. 
When a truck or auto is hauled by a 
motor transportation company only 
one-fourth of the actual freight rate 
is paid by the dealer. If the rail rate 
is $60 the dealer would pay the carrier 
$15, but some dealers charge the cus- 
tomer the $60 and ofttimes use the dif- 
ference here as a trade-in ratio, which 
makes the purchaser think that he is 
getting a better deal when trading in 
his vehicle. When a motor transporta- 
tion company transports cars or trucks, 
usually four to five cars are carried on 
the trip. This gives the transporter a 
revenue of $75 per load over reasonable 
distances. These figures shall not be 
accepted to mean that this ts exactly 
what takes place. However, it is the 
actual basis of calculation and the 
principle of the operation. The writer 
has appeared before a State department 
which was investigating such charges 
and practices. For this reason we pre- 
sent this information. 

Thievery 

Do you recall the days when thieves 
stole farmers’ gates, painted them and 
sold them back to the farmers? This 
sounds very logical in the show industry. 
Only farmers’ gates are petty items com- 
pared to things often stolen by em- 
ployees of shows. Would it not be bet- 
ter if shows placed a serial number or 
marking on their property and regis- 
tered that number with this depart- 
ment? Then should such property be 
offered for sale to some other show the 
jig would be up for the seller or the 
thief. Tires have a great demand and 
may be sold for a fair price to pawn 
shops, tire stores, junk dealers, etc. 
But do you know that many city police 
departments often recover hot property 
and, unable to locate the owner, have 
rummage sales of all stolen merchan- 
dise? For this reason we make the sug- 
gestion that a serial number be placed 
on show property.

Pencil Whitey shoots in news and info 
on workers met and towns worked in 
recent weeks: “Have been working white 
shoe polish and radios all summer and 
fall, mostly around Washington, New 
York and Connecticut, on lots, corners 
and in stores. Kept seven workers busy 
all summer on polish. Found that 
money is still around if approached 
right. Connecticut is workable if you 
have a residential address. License is 
low and worth the price. Good for a 
year from April to April. You must use 
your head when applying for readers. 
Pitchmen who worked in New York be- 
tween Broadway and 42d and 52d streets 
will be surprised to hear that it’s just 
too hot to work now. Not like the old 
days. Be sure to get the info first or you 
will be disgusted with the place. This 
goes for street and not high workers. A 
few of the pitch stores are doing a fair 
business. Workers I’ve seen in the Big 
Town of late include Harry Perkins, 
jamming peelers, who left toward the 
end of the summer for Virginia Beach; 
Harry Meyers, jam artist, just getting 
over the effects of his auto accident and 
set for a string of fairs; Bob Miller, 
flukum, of Missouri, in this case work- 
ing blades and watches and who I think 
is a real king at this work (would sure 
like to see a pipe in the column from 
him); Doc Spiegel, foot soap and 
powder, one worker who actually laughs 
the money out of the tip, doing good 
business and putting on weight; Eddie 
Stone, working around and getting a 
store in shape, has several good workers 
with him, doing a mental act with 
Stoney on the bally with his famous 
Chinese trick. Eddie is known to all 
high pitchmen. Radio has been worked 
hard in New York. The quarter joint 
working the streets with battery sets.

“I am at work on a plan that will 
revolutionize the carnival business. You 
know how the burlesque wheel circuits 
operated during the last years of their 
existence. It was on a sort of semi-stock 
basis. The girls were kept in the same 
spot and new principals sent in every 
week, the working crew remaining sta- 
tionary. There is where I got my idea. 

“I wil! select a circuit of 30 good spots, 
erect the Merry-Go-Round, Ferris Wheel 
and Chairplane, put up concession 
stands in each spot and then merely 
change the ‘lucky boys’ every week. It’s 
just like changing the principals in a 
burlecue show, the ‘boys’ being the prin- 
cipals on most of the caravans. I will 
also leave the high divers’ ladders, that 
being a standardized free act from 
Coast to Coast. 


“This plan will be the means of saving 
a lot of money; in States where shows 
are licensed on the basis of number of 
trucks used in transportation there will 
be no licenses. Inasmuch as the medium- 
sized shows are all using similar paper, 
every new show can put out a few cards 
reading, ‘Another Show Next Week.’ 
Every cookhouse operator will merely 
inventory his hot dogs and potatoes on 
Saturday night and turn the stock over 
to the next fellow. 


“It will not be necessary to change 
geeks in the Snake Show; merely find 
another sweater along the lines that 
geeks wear. It won't be necessary, to 
change girls in the Nudist Colony ex- 
hibitions—just supply each organization 
with an assortment of wigs. This may 
work a hardship on girls who have 
identifying operation scars, tattoo marks, 
etc., but business is business. 

“General agents will knock the idea, 
but Time Moves On; agents are no longer 
needed; the best an agent can get is a 
joint for his services and even that 
basis is passing out. 


“Usually some flat joint operator 
knows a good spot (a good spot being 
cne where he has worked with impunity) 
and on Saturday he and the manager 
rush over and straighten it out. 

“While I have not worked out all the 
details, you can grasp the idea.”

~ HOWMEN who have played Georgia 
at some time or other in the last 

30 years will tell you it was no easy 
task, because of high taxes and licenses, 
to make that State and show a profit, 
even with weather conditions in their 
favor. Of late years, or to be exact, 
since Gov. Eugene Talmadge has been 
in office, conditions have been consider- 
ably different, and the show profession 
owes the State executive a debt of grati- 
tude for the changed situation. 

Governor Talmadge, we believe, is the 
first governor in those 30 years who has 
by personal persistent effort succeeded 
in getting State legislation passed by 
which public utility rates were reduced. 
Thru this rail-transported shows saved 
money on freight and passenger move- 
ments, and carnivals were given not 
only relief in the matter of rate for elec- 
tric current but relief from the drastic 
regulations by which they were charged 
exorbitant prices for making connec- 
tions in fairgrounds and on the streets. 
It is now possible for carnivals to con- 
tract for engagements with fair associa- 
tions or city auspices on a safe basis of 
estimated ccst for all public utilities, 
something which was impossible prior 
to the result of Governor Talmadge's 
personal efforts. 

Too, the fixing of a flat rate of $3 for 
automobile license tags in Georgia has 
in the last two years saved thousands 
of dollars on that item of annual expense 
for showmen who are residents or be- 
gan their seasons of 1934 and 1935 in 
Georgia. 

Not for political purposes, but purely 
from the benefit-to-showmen viewpoint 
do we bring these things to light.

Boosts Liberal Awards as 


Way To Win Public Favor 


Favors Liberal Party idea 


to gain operators’ support— 


merchandise prizes used by extensive operating organi- 
zation—weekly tournament uses skill game principles 


CHICAGO, Nov. 2.—The platform of the Liberal Party for operators received 
added support here this week when W. A. Ratz, Indianapolis operator of pinball 


games, related his long experience in giving liberal awards to players. 


He declared 


his hearty support of any movement which might be encouraged by The Billboard 
to promote better treatment of the public by operators of modern amusement 


games. “The greedy operator today is 


not giving the public a fair break,” he 


stated, “and this reacts in unfavorable public opinion regarding the entire busi- 


ness.” Mr. Ratz said that any operator 
who would return as much as 70 per 
cent of the receipts to players in awards 
for high scores could win against any 
competition. But the average operator, 
he said, is so greedy that when he finds 
$10 in the cash box of one of his games 
he cannot bear to think of returning $7 
or $8 to the players in merchandise 
awards. 

Mr. Ratz said that his organization has 
adhered strictly to a policy of merchan- 
dise awards over a period of four years 
in operating table games. Merchandise 
awards do not arouse public opposition 
and the right system of using merchan- 
dise awards will win the favor of any 
merchant and will also increase the per- 
centage of profit for the location. “The 
operator must learn that he is in busi- 
ness to stay and that all benefits which 
he can reasonably throw to the merchant 
and the player perpetuates the life of the 
amusement games business that much 
longer,” Ratz said. 

Ratz stated that his organization op- 
erates on a definite policy of returning 
70 per cent of the intake to players in the 
form of merchandise prizes. The play 
appeal lasts and no competing operator 
can gain a location against such liberal 
policy, he says. ; 

In addition a tournament plan is also 
followed in each location, using a high- 
grade merchandise vrize as the weekly 
award. A midget radio set is frequently 
used as this prize. The score card on 
games establishes the tournament value

Why Local Interference? 

HENDERSON, N. C., Nov. 2.—Com- 
menting on pinball games, Leon Hewitt, 
editor of Your Weekly, had the follow- 
ing to say in the issue of October 26: 

“Why is it every few days a stir breaks 
out in various sections of North Carolina 
about the legality of the operation of 
pin games? They have been licensed 
as games of skill by the Department of 
Revenue, and much revenue is derived 
(or should be) if the tax is collected 
from every one of them in existence in 
the State. 

“If a man wants to entertain himself 
in a friendly pin game at his favorite 
hanging-out place, where these ma- 
chines are licensed, by trying to stop a 
marble at a stoplight or register a 
touchdown, it would seem that this 
should come within the scope of per- 
sonality liberty—and doubtless no harm 
comes from his diversion. As long as 
these machines are in use (which we are 
inclined to think will be forever) we 
may expect the audience around a 
player at a pinball game to still shout 
to him in a jocular way . . . ‘shoot ’em 
in.’ ” 


Fisher Brown in Auto Crash 

FT. WORTH, Tex., Nov. 2. — Fisher 
Brown, Dallas distributor and president 
of the Texas Coin Machine Operators’ 
Association, was injured October 26 when 
his car turned over three times. He was 
knocked unconscious and sustained a 
fractured rib and a cut hand. He was 
given treatment in Waco and after a few 
hours continued his trip by train. His 
car was demolished.

Supreme Court Refuses 
To Hear Callison Case 


CHICAGO, Nov. 2.—Final review of 
the Callison patent case, which received 
much attention in the trade some 
months ago, was released here by at- 
torneys who represented the defendants 
in the proceedings. 


On July 18, 1935, Callison, plaintiff in 
the case of Callison vs. Pickens et al., 
filed a petition for writ of certiorari 
to the United States Supreme Court 
from the decision of the Circuit Court 
of Appeals of the 10th Circuit. In sup- 
port of his petition Callison alleged that 
there was a conflict of decisions between 
the Circuit Courts; that the patent No. 
1,645,370 granted to Callison was of 
importance to the public, and that the 
Circuit Court of Appeals had not fol-

lowed the well-established rules for the 
construction of patents. 

On October 14, 1935, the Supreme 
Court of the United States denied the 
petition. 

Callison originally brought suit against 
the Dean Novelty Company, of Tulsa, 
Okla. In that case the District Court 
held that Claim 1 of the Callison patent 
was void for lack of utility. This de- 
cision was reversed on appeal to the 
Circuit Court. Therefore Callison brought 
suit against the Western Sales Company, 
a partnership of Tulsa, Okla. In this 
case the District Court of the Northern 
District of Oklahoma held Claim 1 of 
the patent invalid in view of prior 
patents and not infringed. 

From this ruling Callison took an ap- 
peal to the Circuit Court of Appeals of 
the 10th Circuit. The Appellate Court 
sustained the District Court. There 
then followed the petition to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, which 
as stated was denied, thus writing the 
final chapter to this long and hard 
fought litigation.

of certain scores. For example, an aver- 
age score of 4,500 may win one game in 
the playoff, a score of 5,500 two games in 
the playoff, etc. To arrive at the player’s 
average score, his six highest scores for 
the week are used to strike an average. 
If this average score amounts to 6,500, 
say, the player may get three games in 
the final playoff. The idea in using an 
average of six high scores for each player 
is to give the advantage to regular piay- 
ers and also to prevent some player who 
accidentally may run up a high score in 
one game from winning the high-score 
prize. The final score made by players 
in the week-end playoff is recorded to 
determine the winner of the weekly 
tournament prize. 

The tournament idea helps to con- 
form to the legal principles of games of 
skill, Mr. Ratz stated, and using the 
average of six games to determine play- 
off scores appeals to the player.

A cheery ‘good 
morning’ or a polite ‘thank you’ will 
do much toward cementing a casual ace 
quaintance into a solid and lasting 
friendship.”

Definition of Games Confusing 


in 


Minneapolis Ordinance, Ops State 


The license law recently passed by the 
city council of Minneapolis, assessing a 
fee of $15 per year on pinball and other 
table games, is published herewith for 
reference purposes. An official explana- 
tion issued by the president of the 
Minnesota Skill Game Operators’ Asso- 
ciation is also given, as the circum- 
stances attending the passage of a bill 
and the interests promoting it are fre- 
quently of great importance in judging 
the value of a license law. 


The president of the Minnesota or- 
ganization explains that “a few months 
ago a license was proposed by the com- 
mittee in charge of licenses for the 
council and was ‘tabled’ at that time 
at the suggestion cf the Minneapolis 
operators. On Octcber 2 at 2 p.m. we 
were notified that the license com- 
mittee was in session and was discussing 
the pin-game license again! Your presi- 
dent made a hurried trip to the city hall 
with the intenticn of having the license 
again ‘tabled’ until we felt that a license 
was our only way to continue in busi- 
ness here in Minneapolis. 

“Upon arriving at the meeting, which 
had already been in session for some 
time, we were just in time to learn that 
they were voting to recommend the li- 
cense be passed. 

“It was quite evident that the com- 
mittee was entirely in favor of the li- 
cense and there was no opportunity to 
have it ‘tabled’ at that time. However, 
your president demanded a hearing, and 
after a great deal of haranguing among 
the aldermen themselves was permitted 
to outline the pin-game business and 
the absolute inadvisability of such an 
exorbitant license. 

“There were no.other operators pres- 
ent at this hearing simply because for 
some reason or other no operators were 
informed of the reconsideration of the 
license proposal by the committee. 

“As stated before, your president was 
notified of the meeting after it was in 
session. There has been a feeling among 
some of the operators that certain oper- 
atore were attempting to have this li- 
cense railroaded thru the council. This 
is due to the fact that rumors were 
started that had no foundation whatso- 
ever, and as far as we know no oper- 
ator in the city of Minneapolis knew 
that it was being reconsidered until at 
the last minute. We feel that we did 
the best we cculd under the circum- 
stances when we were successful in get- 
ting the proposed fee cut in the com- 
mittee’s recommendation.” 


AN ORDINANCE 


To license and regulate mechanical 
amusement devices in the city of 
Minneapolis. 

The city ccuncil of the city of Minne- 
apolis do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. Definition. A mechanical 
amusement device is hereby defined as a 
machine, which, upon the insertion of a 
coin or slug, operates or may be operated 
for use as a game, contest or amusement 
of any description, or which may be 
used for any such game, contest or 
amusement and which contains no auto- 
matic pay-off device for the return of 
money, coins, checks, tokens or merchan- 
dise, or which provides for no such pay- 
off by any other means or manner, ex- 
cept that this provision shall not pro- 
hibit the licensing cf a machine which 
returns slugs which may be used only in 
the machine licensed, and which in itself 
does not constitute a gambling device. 


Section 2. No persons, firm or corpora- 
tion shall maintain, keep or sell within 
the city of Minneapolis a mechanical 
amusement device, as hereinbefore de- 
fined, without first obtaining a license 
therefor from the city ccuncil, but no 
such license shall be issued for any ma- 
chine or device which is a gambling de- 
vice. 

Section 3. (a) The License Inspector 
of the city of Minneapolis is hereby 
authorized to issue a license when au- 
thorized by city council for the operation 
of such mechanical amusement device to 
any person of good moral character upon 
the payment of an annual license fee of 
fifteen dollars ($15) for each device. 

(b) Every amusement device so li- 
censed shall contain suitable identifica- 
tion marks and numbers, which identi- 
fication marks and numbers Shall be 
written by the License Inspector upon 
the license issued for such amusement 
device, and such license shall be per- 
manently affixed to such machine. 

(c) Any amusement device so licensed 
may be transferred from one place to 
another in the city of Minneapolis, upon 
the issuance of a permit so to do by the 
License Inspector. Before such permit 
shall be issued, the persons, firm or cor- 
poration desiring to transfer such Ma- 
chine shall file with the License Inspec- 
tor an application so to do, giving the 
name and address of the place from 
which and to which the machine is to 
be transferred. 

Section 4. No person shall permit such 
mechanical amusement device to be op- 
erated by any minor under the age of 18 
vears, except when such minor shall then 
and there be accompanied by his or her 
parent or guardian. 

Section 5. No person, firm or corpora- 
tion, by himself or another, or otherwise, 
shall give any prize, award, merchandise, 
gift or anything of value to any player 
or to any operator of such mechanical 
device. 

Section 6. No person, firm or corpora- 
tion shall Keep, maintain, sell or permit 
to be operated in its, his or their place 
of business any mechanical amusement 
device which has been converted into an 
automatic pay-off device which shall dis- 
charge coins, checks or other tokens to 
the operator or player of such machine, 
except as provided in Section 1 hereof, 
and no license for any such machine 
shall be issued; and no person, firm or 
corporation shall convert any mechanical 
@musement device into an automatic 
pay-off device, as herein defined. 

Section 7. Any machine, apparatus, 
contrivance or device which shall have 
been made use of itn violation of the 
terms of this ordinance may be seized 
and destroyed in compliance with the 
terms and provisions of the statutes of 
the State of Minnesota relating to gam- 
ing devices. 

Section 8. Any person who shall keep, 
maintain, operate or sell within the city 
of Minmeapclis any such mechanical 
amusement device without first paying 
the annual license fee therefor, or who 
shall.operate such device or permit the 
same to be operated for gaming, or 
who shall operate or permit the opera- 
tion of any slot machine as hereinbe- 
fore defined, or who shall otherwise vio- 
late the terms of this ordinance, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall 
be fined in a sum not to exceed one hun- 
dred acllars ($100) 

Section 9. If any clause, sentence 
paragraph or part of this ordinance shall

Operators Await Appeals 


Court Ruling on Games 

FT. WORTH, Nov. 2.—Altho the situa- 
tion looked gloomy for pinball operators 
of this city a few days ago, conditions 
are better now. Local operators went be- 
fore officials and debated the question 
with them. The result was that the or- 
der to pick up machines was rescinded 
and all machines will be permitted to 
run pending the decision of the Court 
of Criminal Appeals at Austin. This 
case, according to reports, is to come up 
in about three weeks. 

The city, however, found itself fac- 
ing somewhat of an embarrassing posi- 
tion in the matter, due to the fact that 
it had already accepted tax payments 
and had issued licenses on 825 machines. 
District Attorney Will R. Parker stated 
that he would file all cases brought be- 
fore him and would attempt to prose- 
cute. However, he expressed a doubt 
that a conviction could be obtained. 
He went on to point out that the recent 
decision handed down by the 10th Court 
of Civil Appeals at Waco was the cause 
of the recent seizure of machines in a 
number of Texas towns, but that the 
Court of Criminal Appeals had not ruled 
on the machines yet. 

Since operators have 


been paying 


their tax and receiving a license, State | 


and county authorities have not mo- 
lested the machines. All the trouble 
has been coming from city authorities. 
The whole future of the pinball ma- 
chine operating activities in Texas 
hinges on the coming decision of the 
Court of Criminal Appeals.

Grand Jury Says 


License Gambling 


BALTIMORE, Nov. 2.—In the recent 
final report by the grand jury of Prince 
Georges County there was a recom- 
mendation to legalize gambling, and so, 
Prince Georgians and others of the 
metropolitan area who like their games 
of chance are scanning the political 
skies for any ray of hope for the adop- 
tion of the grand jury’s recommenda- 


tion. The report, which was made to 
Judge Joseph C. Mattingly, now rests 
with the Maryland General Assembly 


and it will either have to repeal the 
general statute against gambling or pass 
an act enabling the county commission- 
ers to legalize games of chance by local 
ordinance. 

State Senator L. G. Sasscer, president 
of the Senate, intimated that his dele- 
gation, which includes Kent R. Mullikin, 
Democratic floor leader of the House of 
Delegates, will hold hearings on legalized 
gambling at the January session of the 
Legislature, and that they no doubt 
would have to sponsor said legislation. 
This was the second recommendation 
within a year by a Prince Georges grand 
jury in reference to gambling. A jury 
at the October term last fall presented 
a similar view which was followed up by 
Robert W. McCullough, a candidate for 
the nomination for State’s attorney. In 
his campaign speeches McCullough 
claimed that everyone knew that gam- 
bling was going on in Prince Georges 
and for people to shut their eyes to it 
was no solution to the problem. He 
advocated a referendum of the question 
of permitting gambling with the strict 
enforcement of the present law should 
the people vote against legalization. 
McCullough was defeated by Alan Bowie, 
who made no comment on the jury's 
recommendation. 

The actual report of the Circuit Court 
grand jury was: “Indications are that 
gambling exists in the county, but this 
grand jury has been absolutely unable 
to obtain any evidence. We therefore 
recommend that gambling be legalized.” 

John White, of Colmar Manor, of the 
county delegation to the Legislature, de- 
clared the jury's attitude another mark 
in the advance of liberalism. Mr. White 
pointed out that Marylanders will vote 
on lotteries at the next general elec- 
tion, a vote which should demonstrate
